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POTTERY AND GLASSWARE 


ANOTHER PROTECTED INDUSTRY 
HEARD FROM. 

JMPORTERS AS WELL AS MANUFACTURERS 
BEFORE THE WAYS AND MEANS COM- 
MITTEE—EFFECTS OF TARIFF AGITATION, 

' WasutneTon, Feb. 19.—Pottery and glass- 

Ware, two well-protected manufactures, were 

talked about to-day before the Ways and Means 

Committee, the representatives of domestic pro- 

duction as well as the importers being heard 

from. The Ways and Means Committee was slow 
in getting together, and when a quorum had ar- 
rived the members were all dull and drowsy, 
showing the effects of the all-night session of the 

House. Mr. Morrison did not appear at all, and 

Mr. Mills presided. 

Mr. John Moses, who spoke for the Trenton 
potteries, and Mr. Joseph Willetts, also a Tren- 
ton potter, protested against the proposed re- 
duction of the tariff or against any reduction. 
The tariff agitation had not only disturbed them 
in their business, but the reduction of last March 
had, it was asserted, been followed by a large im- 
portation of foreign goods, and a corresponding 


reduction in the pottery trade with the home 
manufacturers. Mr. Willetts said the imports 
between Jan. 1 and July 1, 1883, were 40 per cent. 
more than during a corresponding time in 1882. 
The questioning by the members of the commit- 
tee did not bring out any points of great interest. 

Mr. P. W. Morris, of New-York, who appeared 
as an importer of window glass, evidently had 
not devoted himself to close study of the details 
of tariff questions, for he wandered away into a 
field too wide, made general assertions which ex- 
goed him to an annoying cross-examination b 

. Kelley, and when he had finished the frien 
of low duties were scarcely so well off before the 
committee as they were before he began. Mr. 
Hewitt elicited from him the information that 
after the employes of the glass-makers in this 
country had struck, after refusing to accept a 
reduction of wages of about 25 per cent., the 
makers had imported foreign glass in large. 
quantities for the purpose of breaking down the 
strikers. Mr. Kelley explained that the glass- 
makers were compelled to do this to fill their 
contracts. “* And so,” added Mr. Hewitt, ** they 
preferred to fill their contracts importation 
rather than make concessions to the demands of 
their empioyes.”’ 

Mr. Edward L. Day, of Kent, Ohio, appearing 
for the American Glass-maker’s Association, 
made a very calm, concise, and interesting state- 
ment in favor of the retention of the existing 
duty of window glass. Just before he finished, 
it came out that he had imported skilled Belgian 
workmen, in order to be able to produce an 
article of _ equal to the foreign made. For 
this he had been assailed. Mr. Hewitt came to 
his defense, by asserting very positively, that if 
he had imported skilled labor, he regarded him 
@s a public benefactor. 

Mr. Hervy, another importer of window glass, 
maintained that the duties on glass are un- 
necessarily high, and that they should be re- 
duced. r. J. M. Leete, of Pittsburg, spoke in 
favor of a high duty on plate glass, and was sub- 
jected by Mr. Hewitt to a_ cross-questioning, 
which made it appear that the purpose 
of the plate glass makers is to have 
the duty on window glass retained, 
in order that the surplus stock accumulated by 
the breakage of large plates can be worked off at 
a profit. Mr. Leete was not disposed to believe 
that foreign plate had been cheapened abroad by 
the increase in the manufacture of from $16,- 
009,000 in 1877 to $22,000,000 in 1880. He admitted 
that the demand for large plates of glass was not 
in excess of the supply. 

Mr. Thomas G. Shearman, of Brooklyn, en- 
deavored to be heard as a glass buyer, but the 
committee had been sitting for six hours and 
were fatigued, and they decided by a vote to hear 
practical statements before listening to argu- 
ments by professional men. Mr. Shearman was 
obliged to defer his remarks. The wool growers 
areto be heard to-morrow, and it is expected 
that some interesting reasons will be heard from 
the men who believe that American sheep should 
ve protected by the tariff.

A DEMOCRATIC PENSION BILL. 

The prolonged session of the House, last- 
ing from noon yesterday until 9 o'clock this 
morning, was caused by the filibustering of the 
Republicans to prevent the fixing of a day for 
the consideration of the bill of Mr. Goldsmith 
W. Hewitt, of Alabama, which proposes to 
put on the pension rolls the names of 


surviving officers and men, both militia and 
volunteers, who served 60 days in the Mexican 
war, 30 ow in the Creek war, the Seminole war, 
or the Black Hawk war. It also pensions 
soldiers and sailors who were named in 
resolutions of Congress for specific service 
in the wars named, although they did 
not serve 60 days, as well as the widows 
of the officers and men who were married ag 
to their discharge. The act does not apply to 
persons already receiving pensions. The oppo- 
sition to this bill is almost unanimous on the 
Republican side. It is regarded as an ex- 
edient for providing with pensions all 
fhe men who served in the wars named, 
and who afterward fought in the armies. of 
the Confederacy against the Union. No compu- 
tation of the number of these pro osed new pen- 
sioners has been given, but it is believed by 
Republicans who have looked into the subject 
that the increased draught upon the Treasury 
that its passage would make necessary would 
make it unnecessary to attempt to. re- 
duce taxation in order to get rid of the 
surplus. Itis probable that the matter will be 
fully discussed on Thursday, when the bill comes 
up as a special order, and that the discussion may 
arouse a sectional feeling. The Democrats are 
not all convinced that it will be good policy to 
ass it, yet the Southern members are determined 
hat it shall be passed.

CHICAGO AND ST. LOUIS DEMOCRATS. 
There have been numerous additions to- 
day to the Democratic visitors who hope to decide 
for the Democratic National Committee where 
t shall ask the National Convention to meet. 
Thirty-eight representatives from St. Louis ar- 
rived this forenoon, and a dozen more are due 
before Friday. TheChicago delegation has had 
its strength augmented by the arrival of several 
members of the Iroquois Club and a number 
pf less distinguished workers. Here and 
there is found an advocate of Louis- 
ville. Baltimore, New-York, Philadelphia, 
Saratoga, or Cincinnati, and to-night the struggle 
is well under way. About fifteen members of 
the National Committee are now in town, and 
Chairman Barnum is expected to-morrow. The 
Chicago and St. Louis delegations occupy ad- 
joining parlors at Willard’s, and are rivaling 
each other in lavish hospitality to their visitors. 
The leaders of the two parties met this evening, 
fraternized cordially under the infiuence of 
various palatable liquids, and separated, each to 
do his best to defeat the hopes of the other. 
At this early stage of the campaign it is 

eneraliy conceded that the contest is between 
Chicago and St. Louis. The Cincinnati people 
bave never had very much hope, it is asserted, 
while if the necessity arises all the Western men 
will unite to keep the Convention away from the 
East. The St. Louis representatives are workin 
with much energy. They say that their city wi 
not be too hotfor the Convention, even in mid- 
summer. To prove it they exhibit the record 
of the thermometer for three years and 
show by comparison that Chicago is as 
warm. They fave also eee pretty 
little satin fringed cards, with colored pictures 
pf the St. Louis bridge and the big Chamber of 
Commerce Hall. They talk eloquently about the 
proverbial hospitality of the place and its hotel 
accommodations, but the argument on which 
they place special reliance is found in the re- 
mark of oneof the leaders: ‘We are down on 
prohibition in St. Louis.” To this Chicago can 
only reply: “So are we.” 

While both sides express the utmost confi- 
dence, each admits that the struggie will be very 
close, and there can be detected among some of 
the workers a concealed fear that they may de- 
stroy each other and thus send the prize to some 
other city. A Chicago advocate, who has sound- 
ed such of the National Committee members as 
he could find, says that the feelingin favor of 

oing to a Western city is general, and that there 
$a strong desire to have the Convention called 
late in July or in August. This is true also of 
the majority of the Democrats now here. They 
argue that their party always does better ina 
short than a long campaign, and on all sides is 
heard the assertion that had the campaign of 
1880 been a month shorter Hancock would now 
be occupying the White House. They complain, 
too, thut the Republican money bags have much 
better stayixg qualities than those of the Dem- 
ocrats. 

The talk among the visitors is confined so 
closely to the place of holding the Convention 
that little or nothing is heard about the work to 
be done by the Convention, The “statesmen” 
are very chary about indicating preferences for 
Presidential candidates and content themselves 
wits a prayer for the success of * the best man.” 
Some of the Chicagoans intimate that Tilden 
would make a capital candidate, but they take 
care to add that they are for the nominee of the 
Convention, whoever he may be. The St. Louis 

ple insist that they don’t care a button who 
nominated, provided the candidate is named in 
their city. ey cautiously add, however. that 
the talk that the reviving of old associations 
might carry “the old ticket” to the front if St. 
Louis was selected, is all bosh, because Tilden’s

WILLIAM B. SMITH ELECTED MAYOR OF 


PHILADELPHIA; 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Fep. 19.—The po- 
litical campaign which closed t6-night was one 
of the hottest, and, in some respects, one of the 
most disgraceful municipal, contests ever fought 
in this city. Money was freely used among 
grog shops, slums, and thieves’ resorts and 
neither party was free from charges of resorting 
to all kinds of dishonest tricks to fool and mis- 
lead voters, including false pretense and forgery. 
The chief contest was between William B. Smith, 
Republican, and the present Mayor, Samuel 
G. King, Democrat, for Mayor. Mr. Smith 


conducted his campaign in the saloons. The 
Republicans who supported him have pleaded 
that his defeat would endanger the State next 
Fall and jeopardize a high tariff protection, 
which is Philadelphia's chief political principle. 
King was supported by the Democrats and the 
Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred. There 
was no organized opposition to John Hunt- 
er for Receiver of Taxes, but he 
was largely scratched by the Republicans, 
to many thousands of whom his nomination was 
very distasteful. The returns are coming rather 
slowly, but the indications now are that Smith is 
elected by between 700 and 1,000 majority, and 
that Warwick, Kepublican, defeats Sheppard, 
Democrat, for City Solicitor by about twice that 
majority. The general impression to-night is 
that the result will wipe o'*t the Committee of 
One Hundred. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 19.—An unusu- 
ally large vote was polled at the municipal elec- 
tion here to-day. Andrew Fulton, the Republi- 
can candidate for Mayor, defeated the Hon. Rob- 
ert Liddell by 7,000 majority. 

In Allegheny City J. G. Wyman (Rep.) was 
elected Mayor over John Swan (Dem.) by 600 
majority. The Republicans havea majority in 
the Councils of both cities. 


LANCASTER, Penn. Feb. 19.—The election 
in the city to-day resulted in a great victory for 
the Republicans. The city has had Democratic 
Mayors since 1877 and Councils partly Demo- 
cratic for four years. To-day Capt. D. P. Rosen- 
miller, the Republican candidate, was elected 
Mayor by nearly 500 ey Roth branches of 
the Councils are Republican by large majorities. 

ScRANTON, Penn., Feb. 19.—Frank Beam- 
ish, the Democratic candidate for Mayor, is elect- 
ed by a majority of about 800 over his Republic- 
an opponent, A. B. Stevens. The campaign has 
been most exciting,and the vote is the largest 
ever polled in Scranton. 


READING, Penn., Feb. 19.—The election 
here to-day. was for members of the Common 
Council, and resulted in the election of 28 Demo- 
crats and 23 Republicans. The Select Council holds 
over. The Democrats will have a majority of 8 
on joint ballot, a loss of 5. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Feb. 19.—This city 
to-day elected the following officers: Mayor—s. 
M. Crans, Democratic-Labor candidate; Control- 
ler—Charles Nash, Republican; Treasurer—D. 
Langsdorf, Republican. 

ALLENTOWN, Penn., Feb. 19.—The Repub- 
licans to-day elected their Mayor by a majority 
ranging from 100 to 200,and the City Treasurer 
by about 300 majority. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Feb..19.—The only 
fight at to-day’s election was for District Super- 
visors.

A VICTORY FOR GLADSTONE 


THE MOTION OF CENSURE DE- 
FEATED IN A FULL HOUSE. 

A MAJORITY OF 49 VOTE IN FAVOR OF 
THE GOVERNMENT'S EGYPTIAN POLICY 
—THE CLOSING SPEECHES. 

Lonpon, Feb. 19.—The debate upon Sir 
Stafford Northcote’s motion censuring the Gov- 
ernment for their policy in Egypt was resumed 
to-day in the House of Commons. Mr. Ellis Ash- 

-mead Bartlett, Conservative member for Eye, 

spoke in favor of the motion. He said that the 

‘Government by allowing the destruction of Gen. 

Hicks and his-army had brought about the pres- 

ent situation in the Soudan, and had thereby 

earned the execration of the world. 

Mr. Thomas Power O'Connor, Radical, member 

“for Galway, also supported the motion of cen- 

*sure. He condemned the financial agents for in- 

terfering in the affairs of Egypt. 

Mr. Joseph Cowen, Radical Reformer, member 
for Newcastle-on-Tyne, said that the Govern- 

‘ment knew perfectly well that the mongrel ma- 

*chine.set up to govern Egypt would not work. 

Their blundering policy had created ruin. They 

were responsible for the fact that the Soudan 

had been given up to the Mahdi and the slave- 
dealers, 

Mr. James C. McCoan, Home Ruler, member 
for Wicklow County, said that Nubar Pasha was 
a colossal impostor, and that Ismail Pasha, the 
ex-Khédive, ought to return to Egypt. 

The Right Hon. George J. Goshen, Liberal, 

“member for Ripon, supported the Government's 

policy, which, he said, had been forced upon 

them by unforeseen events. It was a 

matter of the greatest difficulty to infuse 

Western ideas into Mussulman minds. It was all 

very well to say,“ Let Egypt stew in itsown

,Government had spoiled the late Government’s 
,Egyptian policy. [Roars of laughter.] The 
‘Government had not answered the charge of in- 
‘consistency and vaccillation, and the division on 
his motion would not settle the question. He 
‘would have occasion to callattention to further 
proceedings of the Government. 

The division was then taken on Sir Stafford 
-Northcote’s motion and it was defeated by a 
vote of 311 to 262. The Parnellite members voted 
against the Government. 

Lonpon, Feb. 20.—Although -the Irish 
party at the supposed crisis threw their whole 

vote, which they themselves said amounted to 34, 
on the side of the Conservatives, the Govern- 
ment obtained a majority of 49 in a 
house numbering 573. Both sides’ brought every 
available man to the division. During the clos- 
ing hours of the debate it was expected that the 
Government majority would be only 35. The re- 
isult of the division was received by the Liberal 
members with prolonged and enthusiastic cheer- 


ing. 
Sir Stafford Northcote will take the usual 


course of resigning his seat and offering himself 
‘for re-election. 

Mr. Donald Horne Macfarlane, member for 
Carlow County, hasseceded from the Parnellite 
Party owing to the violent articles contained in 
the United Ireland, which isthe property of 
three prominent Parnellites.

A SORTIE FROM TOKAR. 
THE PLACE STILL HOLDING OUT—PROGRESS 
OF THE RELIEF MOVEMENT. 


SuAKIN, Feb. 19.—The latest advices from 
Tokar state state that 200 of the garrison made a 
sortie, attacked the enemy, and killed and 
wounded several of them. They also captured 
a number of cattle and camels. 

The Sixteenth Rifles and 50 mounted infantry 
arrived here to-day. The British troop-ship 
Orontes has taken to Trinkitat grt of the Tokar 
relief expedition. 

A man who has escaped from Tokar and 
reached Suakim reports that the Tokar garrison 


“has plenty of food and water, but little ammuni- 
‘tion. The garrison lost two men in the recent 


sortie. He says there are few rebels in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Tokar, Osman Digma having 
sent reinforcements 1n the direction of the route 
between Tokar and Trinkilat. 

Carro, Feb. 19.—The influence of Gen. 
Gordon is so great that no fears are felt for the 

‘safety of the garrison and people of Khartoum. 

Lonpbon, Feb. 19.—In compliance with the 
request of Sir Evelyn Baring, British representa- 
tive at Cairo, the Government has decided to re- 
inforce the British army of occupation. 

The orders governing the expedition for the 
relief of Tokar have been issued. The troons are 
to take with them provisions sufficient to last 
two weeks. They will bivouac upon the line of 
march. Each man will carry 70 rounds of ammu- 
nition in his pouch,and there is to be a reserve 
supply of 250 rounds per man. 

Di vices from Suakin represent that differences 
among the ‘sheiks of the rebel tribes _as to wheth- 
er an attack should be made on Suakin before 
the arrival of the British troops have led to dis- 
content in Osman Digna’s camp. Some of the 
sheiks who’ urred an immediate attack on Sua- 
kin now hold aloot from the ftoree concentrated 
around Tokar. 

Gen. Graham, with a full complement of 
forces, is now timed to reach Suakin on Sunday 
next and advance on Tokar on Tuesday. This 
leaves eight days before relief is possible. 
Reinforcements have been hurriedly dispatched 
from Gibraltar and Malta, under pressure 
from Sir Evelyn Baring, British Minister at 
Cairo, and other foreign representatives there, 
‘and also on account of the representations of 
‘the French Government that there is danger of 
an Egyptian revolt and massacre of Europeans, 
if news of a British check should arrive while 
Cairo and Alexandria are denuded of English 
troops. 

The Porte, through its Ambassador at London, 
has sent Earl Granville, British Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, an urgent request for an official 
statement as to what powers Gen. Gordon holds 
for the settlement of the Soudan guestion, and 
whether the Government authorized his pro- 
clamation recognizing El Mahdi as Sultan of 
Kerdofan.

VIENNA, Feb. 19.—In the lower house of 
the Austrian Reichsrath to-day Herr Schonerer 
introduced a motion providing that State aid 
should be given for the relief of the families of 
those expelled through the working of the 
extraordinary laws directed against anarchists. 
In the remarks with which he accompanied his 
motion Herr Schonerer made frequent digres- 
sions, for which he was called to order, and at 
last he was forbidden to continue. Count von 
Taafe, Minister of the Interior, then explained 
that up to this time 23 foreigners and 215 Aus- 
trians had been expelled or interned. The poor 
laws, he said, made sufficient provision for their 
families. He read an extract from the Zukunjt 
which exhorted the families to refuse the brutal 
State aid. Herr Schonerer’s motion was defeat- 
ed by a vote of 155 to 25. 

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—The German Sanitary 
Commission which was sent to Egypt by the Im- 
perial Board of Health to study the nature and 
causes of cholera, and which, after finishing its 
labors at Alexandria, was ordered to continue its 
investigations in India, has forwarded a report 
from Culcutta, where it arrived two or three 
months ago. The commission discovered the 
cholera. germ in a water-tank at Calcutta, and 
found in a suburban village, where the cholera 
made its appearance, the same microscopic or- 
ganism which had been discovered in the lower 
intestines of cholera victims in Egypt.

IN HOT PURSUIT OF RUGG 


SHOT AT BY A FARMER NEAR LONG 
ISLAND CITY. 

THE CONSTABLES BEATING THE WOODS WITH 
PISTOL IN HAND—OFFICERS ON THE 
WATCH EVERYWHERE. 

A man bespattered with mud from rapid 
driving over the Long Island roads rushed into 
the Queens County Jail late last night. ‘* Rugg 
has been seen in the Hyatt’s woods,” he said ex- 
citedly; ‘“‘come up quick with all the men you 
can.” Almost at the same instant a mes- 
senger boy came in with a dispatch from 
Constable Michael Quis confirming 
news. A negro resembling Rugg in all respects 
had been driven into the woods, and halfthe men 
in the village had turned out to hunt for him. 
One of the pursuers got close enough to see the 
bandage on his forehead, but the fugitive bound- 
ed overa fence and ran like a deer before help 
could be summoned. Few men would have the 
courage to grapple with him alone. Sheriff Fur- 
™man and half a dozen men, all well armed, were 
soon driving to the spot ina road-wagon. Short 
as the time was, a series of signals had been ar- 
ranged and messengers sent for more help. 

Hyatt’s woods are a patch of five acres of 
chestnut, oak, hickory, and birch in Winfield, 
about two miles east from the jail,on the old 
Newtown road. They are covered witha sparse 
undergrowth of dogwood and blackberry bushes. 
The place is well known to sportsmen. Mr. 
Hyatt’s story of Kugg’s visit is as fol- 
lows: “It was just after tea, when 
the servant called me to the kitch- 
en. My son and myself went from the 
dining-room to the kitchen door. Lhad thelam 
in my hand. When I got to the door I saw acol- 
ored man. Hehadno coat or haton. 1 asked 
him what he wanted? And he replied, ‘* Boss 
would you give me an old coat?” It occurred 
to me at once that the man was Rugg, 
and I handed the lamp to my _ son. 
1 then asked him where he came from, 
and he said Brooklyn. Ithen said I want you 
and grabbed at him, but he turned quickly and 
ran out of the yard. 1 fired a shot at him. It 
was so intensely dark that | could not see in what 
direction he went.” 

The shot attracted the attention of the flagman 
at the railroad crossing near Mr. Hyatt’s house, 
and he at once started up the road for the 
house. When directly opposite the woods 
he saw a man trying to scale the 
fence that divides the woods from the high- 
way. The man was about half-way over 
the fence, but seeing the flagman’s lantern, 
fell backward, an entered the wunder- 
brush. The flagman went to Hyatt’s and 
then to the telegraph office at Winfield and noti- 
fied the Sheriff. Mr. Hyatt’s son,a young man 
about 22 years of age, and other members of the 
family, corroborate his story. Mr. Hyatt and the 
telegraph operator alarmed the neighborhood, 
and every one turned out to hunt the negro. 
The men engaged in the chasesecured all the lan- 
terns they could borrow in the neighborhood, 
and, with pistols cocked ready for instant use, 
scoured the woods. Each man was cautioned not 
to fire unless the negro offered desperate re- 
sistance. 

Farmer George Bouse has cultivated 78 acres of 
land on the edge of Titus’s Swamp, four miles 
from Flushing, on the ory | Hill roud. A quar- 
ter of a mile in the rear of his little farm-house 
isa thick growth of hickory and chestnut trees, 
almost impenetrable on account of the mass 
of accumulated underbrush. It was in 
these woods that Jeff Knight, the thief 
who pillaged one-half the churches and 
school-houses on Long Island, about 10 years 
ayo, hid himself from the constables for nearly a 
week, and was discovered by Mr. Bouse. Rugg 
once worked in Flushing and, as an old farmer 
expressed it. “* knows the country like a book.” 
About 8 o’clock Monday evening, while Farmer 
Bouse was reading in the newspaper an account 
of Rugg’s escape, there was a loud knock at 
the kitchen door. The farmer answered it. 
What appeared to be a colored woman, with her 
face half obscured by an old shawl which was 
thrown over her head, asked him for something 
toeat. The voice was low and the tone evi- 
dently forced. The farmer had Rugg in his 
mind, and was prompted to ask a 
few questions. The woman moved further back 
into the shadow of the porch, and drew her shawl 
closer around her head as Mrs. Bouse came to the 
door, with a lamp in herhand. ‘The awkward- 
ness of even this slight movement confirmed the 
farmer's first impression that his visitor wasa 
male in woman’s clothing. Her calico. dress 
hung limp and awry, and the sleeves were much 
too short. 

** Where did you come from ?” asked Mr. Bouse. 

“From Mineola,” was the hesitating reply in 
the same forced tone. 

“{ know several folks in Mineola,” said the 
farmer. ‘*‘ Whom do you know there?” 

* Oh, not «many people,”’ was the quick + 
“T should have said from near Mineola.” The 
changein the voice was almost startling, und Mrs. 
Bouse punched her husband in the back. The 
woman said she was tired and hungry and so 
were her two children, whom she had lefton a 
wooden bench by the front gate. Shesaid that 
some colored people who lived in Squirrel Town, 
about a quarter of a mile further on, were friends 
of hers and would give them shelter. ‘*Come in 
and warm yourself,” said the farmer. 

“No,” was the answer, “only give me some- 
thing to eat, and I must go back to my children.” 
Mrs. Bouse brought some bread, cold potatoes, 
and cold meat, which the woman thrust under 
her shawl, and without even muttering thanks, 
shuffled off. A few yards from the door she broke 
into long strides, **for all the world like a man,” 
said Farmer Bouse. The farmer hurriedly put 
on his boots and hat and ran through the front 
door into the r« “mary g § Not a human being was 
in sight. ‘* Halloo!” he cried out. There was no 
answer. When he went back into the house he 
said to his wife: “ Dang it, if that wasn’t a man. 
It may may ’a ben that rascal Rugg.” 

“She had a singular voice for a woman,” said 
Mrs. Bouse, ““but where could Rugg have got 
the clothes?” 

There are five houses in Squirrel Town, one of 
them vacant, and the other four are occupied 
by colored people. No one came to either of 
them for shelter on Monday night. A vigilant 
search in the neighborhood yesterday {failed to 
find any trace of Mr. Bouse’s strange visitor. A 
piece of the bread was found just outside his 
front gate. 

Sherif Furman and his deputies, assisted by 
several ** specials,” hunted down several reported 
clues yesterday, but without result. Every 
negro on Long Island caught out of doors and 
unable to give a good account of himself was 
spotted. Monday night a dispatch was received 
from Dr. Hageman, of South Oyster Bay, that a 
colored man answering Rugeg’s description had 
been seen dodginz along the turnpike road skirt- 
ing the woods. Yesterday morning another dis- 
patch came from the same source saying that 
the man had passed the night amongthe trees 
and was heading for the north shoreof the isl- 
land. Three men were sent out there to look 
after him. They found him after something of a 
search. He proved to be, however, only an inof- 
fensive Italian with a very dark complexion. 

Another and more thorough search than that 
of Monday was mede vesterday in the country 
around the jail. including several vacant houses 
in Dutch Kills and Ravenswood. Jailer Murphy 


was sent to look after a telegram from No.-28 
_Duane-strecet, this city, inquiring if Rugs had a 


spot over his right eye and 4 scar under his mus- 
tache. Like several other dispatches, this proved 
to be a piece of nonsense. The search was 
not coniined to the police alone. Farmers’ lads 
joined in the hunt for the fun of the thing, and 
their thorough knowledge of the localities in 
which they lived was a valuable aid to the depu- 
ties. People who confidently expected that Rugg 
would be captured within 24 hours after his es- 
cape grew serious as the time passed without get- 
ting any news of him. He is regarded us too des- 
— a character to be allowed to roam around 
oo0se. 

Yesterday morning a well-dressed stranger, 
with a rubber coat thrown jauntily over his arm, 
walked into Sheriff Furman’s office and asked to 
see Rugg'’s fur cap. It was shown to him, and 
with great solemnity he putiton. Half a dozen 
= in the room were startled to see 
1im whirl around on one _ heel sey- 
eral times and then stand with his 
face fixed toward the east. “* That’s it,” he ex- 
claimed excitedly; * I knew that if I put on that 
cap my face would be turned toward the direc- 
tion in which he is. Now,if any one will come 
with me I'll agree to find that man within a mile 
from this spot.” The mysterious visitor refused 
to give his name. but persuaded another crank 
who owned a2 horse and carriage to join him. 

The people at Babylon are certain that Rugg 
was seen near there yesterday. They claim that 
he was also seen at Breslau, Amityville, North 
Deer Park, and Deer Park. At the last place he 
was said to have been seen entering a large 

viece of woods close to the village. Deputy 

heriff Warnock, with Officers Smyth and Car- 
penter, of Queens County, and Sherif Bur, of 
Suffolk, the constables of the adjacent towns, 
and 70 armed men, with lanterns, surrounded the 
woods and are now searching through them.

It was rumored in Jersey City in the afternoon 
that Rugg had been seen there, and the police 
were instruéted to look for hlm. 

Rugg’s tather-in-law, the Rev. Mr. Prince, was 
at Hunter’s Point yesterday, on his way to Glen 
Cove to bring his daughter, Buses wife, to this 
city, fearing that Rugg would call there and kill 
her. He left on an afternoon train and will re- 
turn to this city this morning. He is an intelli- 
gent-looking colored man.

A CALAMITOUS CYCLONE. 


THOUSANDS OF BUILDINGS DESTROYED AND 
MANY LIVES LOST IN GEORGIA. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 19.—Constitution spe- 
cials state that the storm of this afternoon 
throughout Northern Georgia was pro- 
ductive of great loss to life and property. 
For several days the rains have been uninter- 
rupted, causing a rapid rise inthe rivers. The 
Cossamattie and Ellijay Rivers overflowed their 
banks and have swept away dwellings in several 
towns along their course. The Oostanaula 
and the Coosa at Rome began rising 
at the rate of 18 inches an hour, and 
has risen 27 feet. At 1:30 o’clock this afternoon 
heavy clouds portended a renewal of the storms, 
when the food-gates of heaven seemed to be 
opened, accompanied by a cyclone of 
wind. Signs and everything that could 
be detached, went flying in all directions. Soon 
houses were upturned, and flying timbers carried 
death and destruction in their wake. Reports 
from Walker, Paulding, Chattanooga, and 
other counties are freighted with disaster. 
In East Rome the residence of W. 
S. Crane was completely demolished. One 
‘thousand residences in that county were similar- 
ly demolished. In Cave Spring great loss of life 
is reported. Among others Mr. Gilliard and,his 
son were killed by the falling beams of a 
-house from which they were attempting 
to escape. Two negroes also perished. Mrs. 


Hoke was fatally injured. The family of Mr.} 
Ford, five persons in all, were seriously injured, 
to what extent is not stated. 
Dumb Institute is located in this place, and the 
terror of the frightened inmates wus pitiful to 
see. 

Passing on through Carroll County, along the* 
banks of the Hatcheechubbeo River, reports 
are that at disasters to life rnd property have, 
happened, but as the telegraph :

Columbus is practically cut off from the world, 
but reports which have been obtained are that 
the loss of life and property has been incredible. 
The roof of the Ranken House was blown 
off. In Harris two cyclones started out. 
one of which did damage in the section already 
noted, while the other took a straight westerly 
course and passed through Randolph across to. 
Columbia and out of the State. A most terri- 
ble tale come from Jasper, Pickens gg 
A large number of children were in 
school when the teacher saw the rtending 
clouds. He dismissed the scholars and sent them 
home. On the way they were overtaken by the 
storm, when they huddled together in a vacant 
building. A gust of wind carried the building 
away, the crashing timbers killing and mangling 
the unfortunate little ones, a great number of 
whom are dead.

He married happily, and the bride of 40 years ago 
remains his helpmate in old age. Amos Williamg 
and his wife have never known but one serious 
sorrow. About a year ago their only son,; 
William, suddenly became insane. A romantic: 
story of a love disappointment is quoted by’ 
neighbors as causing this misfortune. Fora few) 
months the crazy man, who is in his thirty-sixth{ 
year, was confined in the State Insane Asylum/ 


at Middletown, but the disease seemed to 
lose much of its strength and finally the 
doctors concluded that it would be safe, and not 
unadvisable, for the afflicted father and mother 
to take their son home again.

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A LETTER UPON NORTHERN PA- 
CIFIC METHODS. 

WHAT GEN. HAUPT, THE LATE GENERAL j 
MANAGER, SAYS OF THE ECONOMICAL 
PLANS OF RUNNING THE ROAD. i 

Gen. Herman Haupt, late General Mana- 
ger of the Northern Pacific Railway, has ad- | 
dressed a letter to the President and Directors of 
the company, which was not intended to be made 
public, but a copy of which fell into outside 
hands. In writing the letter he desires to place 
on recorda review of operations under his man- 
agement. 

When he accepted the position, in 1881, he 
found the operating department without organ- 
ization. He ascertained that several of the heads 
of departments would hold no personal or official 
fntercourse with each other, and harmony could 
not be secured until several removals and substi- 
tutions had been made. The road department 
was severely censured in the Summer of 1882 by 
the Vice-President for not making im- 
provements which circumstances prevented. 
When the season of 1883 arrived special arrange- 


ments had been made to take advantage of the 
brief period applicable to such work, and extra 
gangs were organized for this purpose. This 
elicited inquiries from New-York when the ac- 
counts were forwarded, as to the cause of in- 
creased expenses, and the explanation having 
been given, orders were received to disband the 
forces and cut down the track hands to half a 
mantoamule. That force,except when the road 
was in the best cordition, was entirely insuffi- 


cient. é 
As the road approached ge: me Gen.Haupt 
was given notice that when the connection was 
made the construction account must be consid- 
ered as closed,and any further improvement 
discontinued, except such us could be made from 
net earnings. He protested against this as im- 
racticable. There could be no net earnings 
From the extensions of the lines west of the 
Missouri or from branches for some time; there 
was little population or production to create 
traffic or produce revenue, and if build- 
ings, tanks, ballasts, fencing, tree plant- 
ing, &c., were to be charged to the oper- 
ating expenses, the reports would show a 
road worked with expenses fully equal to 
receipts. Since Gen. Haupt’s retirement nearly 
two-thirds of the forces in the shops and on the 
road have been discharged, and this at the season 
when the business and receipts were at a maxi- 
mum. Asa matter of course, this policy will re- 
sult, he says, in a large temporary increase of | 
net receipts, and will make apparently an im- 
proved exhibit, particularly when compared 
with the last months of Gen. Haupt’s adminis- 
tration, in which, for reasons stated, the road 
forces were at a maximum, whiie the receipts | 
were at the minimum; but extension of a note 
isnot a payment, and postponement of expendi- 
tures does not remove their necessity. If dis- 
abled engines and cars are laid up they must be 
repaired some time, and if the track is not main- 
tained repairs will be heavier in consequence 
thereof, and damages from accidents increased. 
The protection of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road against snow blockades was one of the 
most important problems requiring solution. 
After full investigation of this subject satisfac- 
tory evidence was obtained that tree plantations 
would afford full and permanent protection. | 
The estimate of expense was $84,000 for the Da- 
kota and Missouri divisions, and the only ones 
requiring protection, to be expended in a period | 


| 








of five years, the heaviest expenditure being re- 
quired in the second year. The board appropri- 
ated $50,000, and plantations have been 
started.

He writes: “ My 
action never failed to be prompt in carrying out 
any instructions received, whether I thought the 
policy wise or otherwise.”’ In the absence of spe- 
cific instructions, however, he used discretion. He 
could have added several millions to the ap- 
parent net receipts of the first year by allowing 
the property to become depreciated, using the 
supplies on hand until exhausted without new 
purchases, and postponing payment of bills and 
ay-rolis; but such an exhibit would not have 
Son an honest one. | 
“What the Northern Pacific Railroad,” he | 
says, “yet requires more than anything else to 
make it a success is population, and every effort 
should be directed to encourage settiement. 
Better give the lands away than have them un- 
improved; every acre in cultivation will pay 
from $2 to $3a year in freight, directly and in- 
directly. Capitalists should be encouraged to 
eonstruct irrigating ditches along the valleys of | 
the Yellowstone and Missouri, and render these | 
broad and rich acres productive. Bonanza farm- | 
ing should be discouraged, and small farms with 
improvements and settlements substituted. 
Wealthy non-resident land-owners should im- 
prove and lease quarter-section farms, with 
right of tenant to purchase. Local industries 
of every description should be encouraged. 
In this way population will be attracted. 
But until settlements can be effected it will 
be in vain to look for traffic, and no manage- 
ment on earth can accomplish the impossible and 
secure revenue without business.

GARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 19.—Upon the 

resumption this morning of the hearing on the 

application to have the Receivership of the New- 

York and New-England Road vacated before 

Judge Shipman, in the United States Circuit 

Court, Simeon E. Baldwin, counsel for the com- 

plainant, that is, the person whose application 

secured the Receivership, reviewed the situation 


on Jan. 1, 1884, when, he said, the road certainly 
owed a floating debt of from $600,000 to $2,000,000, 
and for the payment of this debt it had on hand 
$153. The floating debt was represented by every 
kind of obligation. Between 100 and 200 claims 
against it were pending, and several attachments 
bad been placed on it and subsequently released 
on the money being advanced by friends of the 
road. Now the company had nothing more to 
pledge for assistance, and new attachments were 
sure toensue. The syndicate which had agreed 
to take the second mortgage bonds refused to 
take the last lot on Dec. 31, and bad just before 
called in $190,000 of the call loans made by them 
to the company.

Asto through business, it bad been done 
ata heavy loss, and those who now urged its im- 
portance were the same who, in the old manage- 
ment, incurred the loss in carrying out the 
theory of the more business the better, without 
regard to rates.

THE SOUTHERN POOL IN PERIL. 

WasHInGTON, Feb. 19.—The Southern 
Railway and Steam-ship Association began a 
special meeting in the parlors of the Metropoli- 
tan Hotel, in this city, this afternoon. The object 
of the meeting is to adjust matters of disagree- 
ment between the Georgia Central Railroad and 
the Eastern Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railroad, and to decide whether the association 
pool shall continue. About 70 gentlemen are 
present, representing all the prominent Southern 
railroad and steam-ship companies. The con- 
vention was called to order by Senator Brown, of 
Georgia, Charles A. Surdell acting as Secretary. 
and Virgil Powers, the General Commissioner, 
being present. Only routine business was trans- 
acted this afternoon. It is expected that the con- 
vention will continue in session two or three days. 

The association reassembled at 8:30 o’clock in 
secret session. The committee to which was re- 


ferred the points of difference between the Cen- 
tral Railroad, of Georgia, and the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia made its report in the 
shape of a set of resolutions, the purport of 
which was that a company belonging to the asso- 
ciation was entitled to the exclusive control 
of its local traffic brought to competitive points. 
The resolutions were adopted, whereupon Mr. 
Fink, representing the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia, regarding the action of the meet- 
ing as a decision against his company, gave 
notice that it would retire from the asso- 
ciation. Mr. Haskell, President of the 
Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta Railroad, 
inquired what the effect of the resolutions 
would be.

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WISCONSIN CENTRAL PROJECTS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 19.—Private dis- 
patches from Boston verify the press report that 
President Colby, of the Wisconsin Central Rail- 
road, has secured from Boston capitalists $2,500.- 
000 to complete the Central system from its pres- 
ent terminus, at Chippewa Falls, to St. Paul. 
The information is given out from the Central 
head-quarters here that the money has been se- 
cured, and that work on the important feeder 
will be pushed with great rapidity. Locating 
Engineer W. O. Seymour telegraphed from 
St. Paul last evening that he will to- 
day complete the location for the Wis- 
consin Central’s extension to that city 
from Chippewa Falls. This location, starting 
at Chippewa Falls, makes gradually north in 
running west, andon reaching the Mississippi 
River, 70 miles west of Chippewa Falls, is about 
12 miles north of the starting point. Jts course 
is nearly parallel with the Omaha’s main line, 
and 10 miles north of it. The road crosses the 
Mississippi River about three miles north of 
Stillwater, and from there takes a direct shoot 


| tothe south-west, through Stillwater and into 


St. Paul. The road will be about 104 miles in 
length, and cross the North Wisconsin 
division of the Omaha Road at New- 
Richmond, which is the only town of 
importance touched between pon / get Falls and 
the river. The construction work will be done 
by contract, and it is expected to have every- 
thing in readiness to begin work just as soon as 
the weather will permit, and from that time 
pushed vigorously until the road is completed, 
which will undoubtedly be before the close of 
the present year. It isthe general belief here 
that the Central will furnish an outlet for the 
Northern Pacific, and that one branch will be 
from St. Paul, by way of the new line to Chip- 
pewa Falls, and thence to Milwaukee, and the 
other from Superior City, the present eastern 
terminus of the Northern Pacific, by way of 
Ashland, and then along the Wisconsin Central. 
The company proposes to build a line, 90 miles 
long, from this-city to Chicago. Railroad men 
are watching the Central’s movements with 
great interest.

| NEED OF SAVING THE FORESTS. 


A WELL-ATTENDED MEETING AT DELMONI- 
CO’S TO CONSIDER THE SUBJECT. 
There was a large attendance last even- 


| ing at Delmonico’s of gentlemen interested in the 


preservation of the Adirondack forests, the 
Produce, Maritime, and Mercantile Exchanges, 
the Chamber of Commerce, and other bodies be- 
ing represented. Dr. Ferdinand A. Seeger pre- 
sided. He said that although the agitation of the 
Adirondack question had now been going on for 
months, there was still a degree of igno- 
rance of its vast and vital importance for 
which one was at a loss to account. People 


dwelt upon it as though it were merely a mat- 
ter involving a few thousand feet, more or less, 
of water-flow from the Adirondack region into 
the main rivers and canals. Dr. Seeger had been 
still more surprised to learn from correspondence 
with residents of other parts of the State that 
the matter was looked upon as one of merely 
local importance—as affecting simply the com- 
mercial supremacy of New-York City. The 
doctor thought it was very important that this 
narrow view of the question should be removed, 
and that it should be demonstrated to the agri- 
cultural and business interests outside of the city 
that they were er yd interested in it. 

The doctor added that he would go further and 
say that this was a question of national im- 
portance. One had but to dwell upon the rela- 
tions of the Erie Canal to the welfare of the 
country at large, and then to remember that 
a large part of its water supply was absolute- 
ly dependent upon the integrity of the Adiron- 
dack forests, to form some idea of the bearings 
of tne question. In reference to the canal inter- 
ests, Dr. Seeger said that in a report signed by 
ex-Gov. Seymour, Verplanck Colvin, ex-Vice- 
President Wheeler, Dr. Franklin B. Hough, as 
Commissioners of the State Parks, it was distinct- 
ly asserted that the water supply of the State 
canals was already suffering from the forest de- 
struction which had been going on in the Adiron- 
dacks. In hisargument before the joint legislative 
committee at Albany on Feb. 6; the doctor 
sought to draw the attention of the committee 
tothe imminence of this danger by impartin 
the fact that the estate of Anson Blake, whic 
owns 100,000 acres of the Adirondack lands, had 
sold to lumbermen the right to cut the timber 
from this vast tract at$sanacre. The startling 
importance of this only became appreciable 
when it was considered that it was in this tract 
that the Black River had its origin, and that the 
river was absolutely dependent upon the integ- 
rity of this tract of land, the patent of which 
was derived directly from the State. That the 
agricultural interests would suffer seriously if 
the destruction of forests continued could be 
demonstrated by experiences elsewhere. 

The statement of Morris K. Jesup, said the 
speaker, that a result of the destruction of the 
Adirondacks would result in the agricultural 
ruin of the Valley of the Mohawk and great in- 
jury to the region extending north of the wilder- 
ness to the St. Lawrence River was not beyond 
the truth. It would have been none too strong 
to have said that the entire country in all direc- 
tions would have suffered. 

A report was then listened to from the sub- 
committee appointed at the meeting held at the 
Hotel SBrunswick to visit Albany to argue the 
importance of preserving the forests. Isaac L. 
Rice urged that the true wealth of a nation con- 
sisted in its soil, not in its capital. The lumber- 
man interest in the Adirondack forests was in 
its nature diametrically opposed to the public 
interests. He thought that use should be made 
of the right of eminent domain. Agricul- 
tural, manufacturing, commercial, and hygienic 
interests depended on the preservation of these 
forests. E. 8. Whitman, of the Produce Ex- 
change, offered a resolution to the effect that a 
Committee of One Hundred, comprising various 
commercial bodies and other organizations, and 
including other representative citizens, should 
be appointed with power to call a public meet- 
ing in reference to the subject of the evening. 

After Charles A. Sumner, Congressman at 
Large from California, had delivered, by invita- 
tion, an address on “A Postal Telegraph,” Leon- 
ard Hazeltine arose to say that he supposed the

men, and believing that a tragedy was being 
enacted he had come to a farce.

Henry sharply called Mr. Hazeltine to order 
as unfair to the gentleman from California and, 
moreover, he didn’t want to hear a lecture from 
the gentleman. John B. Haskin excitedly sprang 
to his feet and also wanted to reply to some of 
Mr. Hazeltine’s assertions. He spoke at length 
on the Lansing and Chamber of Commerce bills 
on the preservation of the forests, and Mr. Hazel- 
tine, at the request of the Chair, remained in the 
room until he haa finished. 

On the subject of postal telegraphy Con- 
gressman Sumner addressed the gentlemen pres- 
ent as the Anti-Monopoly League, and Mr. Hazel- 
tine protested that they were a gathering of 
commercial bodies. Postal telegranhy, Mr. Sum- 
ner said, had not been introduced in this country 
because for 14 years the country had been con- 
fronted at the threshold of national legislation 
by the greatest monopoly for the amount of 
money in it on the face of the earth. The speak- 
er urged that the system could be run ata profit 
by the Government, and that $25,000,000 would 
puta wire in every Post Office in the United 
States.

BUSY WORK AT CINCINNATI PUT- 
TING THINGS IN SHAPE. 

THE SOUP-HOUSES CLOSED, MERCHANTS 
GETTING READY FOR BUSINESS, AND 
REAL ESTATE MUCH DEPRESSED. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Feb. 19.—A heavy rain- 
storm during the afternoon has increased to- 
night into a high wind that threatens to do much 
damage. South of the Ohio the wires are all 
down, which leads to the belief thatthe storm 
has been most severe in that direction. The 
shipping which lines the river-front is in 
danger and so are the buildingS from which the 
water has not yet receded. The soup-houses 
were closed to-might and the Chamber of Com- 
merce Relief Head-quarters will be abandoned 
to-morrow. Relief will still be extended to flood 
sufferers by the Associated Charities, Relief 

Union, Masonic societies, and churches. It is ex- 

pected that those who have been occupying the 

school buildings will remain in them for some 
days to come. These buildings, 15 in num- 
ber, are in a dreadful dirty condition, 
and it will require some time, after they 
have been deserted by their occupants, 
to clean them. The Superintendent of Public 

Instruction thinks it will be about one month 

after the schools were closed before they can be 

opened again. Teams are now able to reach the 
suspension bridge, and there are places on Front- 
street that are again above water. Second-street 


is dry, and troops of men were engaged all day in 

cleaning out the long rows of wholesale houses. 

Business men in that part of the city were found 

to be quite cheerful. As a rule they have lost 

little beyond that arising from a two weeks’ sus- 

— of business and the expense of removing 
heir goods to places of safety. 

Real estate owners have suffered the heaviest 
losses. Repairs to buildings will be necessary, 
and their property has depreciated in value, 
owing to the fear of future floods. A meeting of 
business men who rent property that has been 
inundated was held in one of the rooms 
of the Chamber of Commerce to-day to 
take concerted action looking toward a 
general reduction of rents. A committee 
was appointed, who will submit a plan 
of action at a second meeting to be held to-mor- 
row. The railroads are coming out better than 
was expected. Well-ballasted tracks which were 
10 and 15 feet under water are found to have 
been washed but comparatively little. A year 
ago the receding waters were followed by large 
gangs of men, who gave the streets a thorough 
cleaning. The result was the Summer was one 
of the healthiest that has been known for years. 
This time the city officials are neglecting the 
work of cleaning up the streets and alleys, and it 
is feared the heavy deposit will cause sickness. 

Several members of the Relief Committee who 
have been engaged in distributing supplies to 
up-river points returned to-day. They say the 
picture of suffering and devastation has not been 
overdrawn. Thousands of people are homeless 
and penniless, and must be taken care of until 
they can find something to do. In Newport 7,000 
were fed by the Relief Committees to-day, a 
larger number than when the flood was at its 
hight. The reason for this is that the factories 
having been shut down the working people have 
earned nothing for two weeks, and many whom 
the flood did not reach have used up what little 
they had laid by. 

After midnight last night two four-story 
brick buildings on the north-west corner of 
Second-street and Central-avenue fell from the 
effects of the water at their foundations, They 
were unoccupied. They adjoined the Long- 
worth Barracks building that fell a few days ago. 
They belonged to the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
St. uis and Chicago Railroad Company. 


Carro, Ill., Feb. 19.—The river here to- 
night is 51 feet 4 inches, andisrising slowly. <A 
heavy rain fell this afternoon, accompanied by a 
gale of wind from the north-west. The wind is 
still blowing hard, and will prove a severe strain 
upon the new levee here. <A force of men is 
watching the levee and placing sand-bags in the 
washed places. The levees at Mound City still 
hold. Bulkheads are being built and sand-bags 
placed over threatened places. The river here 
still lacks nearly a foot of the highest point 
reached last year.

RELIEVING THE SUFFERERS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The Secretary of 
War continues to receive numerous telegrams 
showing most satisfactory progress in the work 
of relief to the fiood sufferers along the Ohio 
River and its tributaries. A telegram received 
to-day from Gen. Beckwith, at Cincinnati, says 
among other things, that ** to-day, from Wheel- 
ing to Cairo, along both banks of the river there 
is not a man, woman, or child that pines for 
want of sufficient food.”’ The general tenor of 
the telegrams received to-day is that the sup- 
plies already distributed by the relief boats are 
amply sufficient to meet all present needs. The 
Secretary has authorized Gen. Beckwith to 
make use of any or all of the 268 hospital 


tents at the Jeffersonville station for use in fur- 
nishing shelter to such of the inhabitants of the 
flooded districts whose homes have been washed 
away. He also notified him that there are 200 
second-hand tents at Philadelphia which may be 
utilized for the same purpose if needed. There 
is yet unexpended about $100,000 of the entire 
amount appropriated—$500,000. 


HUNTINGTON, West Va., Feb. 19.—At 10 
o’clock yesterday morning the relief boat Stock- 
dale started on her way back to Pomeroy. The 
water left the streets of Catlettsburg, Ky., on 
Sunday night. Forty-five houses were swept 
away, and the loss to thecityis over $100,000. 
There are 300 homeless people in Catlettsburg to 
be fed. Idle persons are given employment shov- 
eling the mud from off the streets. The river 
falls slowly. Huntington has been free from 
water since Friday. All but three stores in the 
business district were submerged. The damage, 
though heavy, will not compare with that in 
many other places, and the city can care for its 
own destitute. Assistance is needed at Guyan- 
dotte. Seven hundred persons are being cared 
for at Huntington. C. P. Huntington has given 
$100 to Cincinnati, $1,000 to this place, and $500 to 
Guyandotte. 


LitTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 19.—The Arkan- 
sas River fell 12 inches here yesterday. Thelevee 
on the south bank of the river at Varner, 20 
miles from here, broke on Sunday, the water 
washing out the track of the Little Rock, Missis- 
sippi River and Texas Railroad. No trains will 
leave Little Rock fortwo days. Gibson’s levee, 
between Lewis City and Riverside, and between 
the White and Cache Rivers, has broken, over- 
flowing a large stretch of country and flooding 
the track of the Batesville and Brinkley Road. 
Passengers and freight are transferred across the 
break in boats. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Senator Camden, 
of West Bg ing wet says the published reports in 
relation to the loss of the Ohio River Railroad by 
the flood are greatly exaggerated. He has de- 
tailed ea of the loss showing that it was 
comparatively small.

SEVERAL DARKIES CONTRADICT SOME 
THE WHITE WITNESSES. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Mr. W. P. Graves, 
(white,) a commission merchant of Danville, 
and an intelligent benevolent-looking gentle- 
man, 63 years of age, was the first witness called 
in the Danville investigation to-day. He said he 
took little interest in politics except to vote. He 
did, however, attend the Opera-house meeting of

Nov. 3, and he had signed the Danville circular | 


and approved its contents;saw no women and 
children—only men—in the crowd of negroes 
during the riots. He was not at the scene of the 
riot when the firing began, but was going to- 
ward his place of business, which was in that di- 


rection. He wasarmed and fired fourshots into the 
crowd of colored people. He fired because he 
“was never yet able to stand and allow a man to 
shoot at him,” or “strike at him,’”? without re- 
taliation. He described each of his shots in de- 
tail. The colored men were firing in his direc- 
tion. The firing fora short time was as hot as 
he ever saw. itness was a soldier during the 
Mexican war, and a Confederate officer durin 

the rebellion. He bought his revolver a month 
before the riot. Witness did not know of any 
secret political organization in Danville, except 
the Democratic Club. Witness denied that he 
shot Charles Adams. Describing the scene, he 
arose and said that he saw Charles Adams ap- 
proaching him, trying to escape from the crowd. 
Adams threw up his armsand asked witness not to 
fire. Witness told Adams to go into a store. Soon 
afterward, Adams came out of the store and ran 
away. Witness *‘ hollered” at him, telling him 
to go back into the store. Adams turned and 
threw up his arms, begging witness and others 
not toshoot. At this time Adams was shot in 
thearm. Witness did not fire the shot.

In 
the amount now  shoWn to be — short 
is included the $17,000 in bonds already reported, 
the additional $20,000 being made up of cash mis- 
appropriated and other bonds now found to have 
been disposed of. In two instances it is shown 
that bonds were charged as having been bought 
for the sinking fund which were not bought, al- 
though the money was drawn from the Treasury. 
That these additional bonds were disposed of is 
also shown by the fact that the coupons bearing 
their numbers have been paid by the Hudson 
County National Bank, in one case the coupons 
due in January and July being paid simultan- 
eously.

| BISMARCK’S HATRED OF AMERICA. 


THE ‘*STAATS ZEITUNG’S” COMMENTS ON 
THE HERR LASKER RESOLUTION MATTER. 
The New-York Staats Zeitung says this 
morning in regard to the return of the Herr Las- 
ker resolution by Prince Bismarck: “The An- 
glo-American press is beginning to treatin amore 
serious manner the relations between the United | 
States and Germany. These papers, however, 
are not assisting the cause of justice and right 
by asserting that the return of the Lasker reso- 
lution is simply a piece of malice on the part of | 
Bismarck, whom they accuse of boorishness. It 
is only too true that Bismarck looks upon every 
opposition asa rebelious act; and it is equally 


true that ag ween differences ot opinion are not 
tolerated in Germany to thesame extent as inthis 
country. But Bismarck’s political hatred against 
Lasker does not explain the return of the reso- 
lution of condolence, and our confréres of the 
English press place too low an estimate 
a the Chancellor of the German Em- 
pire when they are of the opinion that 
such hatred alone was instrumental in making 
him assume his Pepe unfriendly attitude to- 
ward us. He hadlong ago assumed this attitude, 
and if this had not been the case he would not 
have sought to make so much capital of the 
Lasker resolution as he has done. In thisinstance 
we have to deal with an act which is, no doubt, 
only part of a pian which Bismarck is now sys- 
tematically parang. 
“'To-day’s cable dispatches stating that nat- 
uralized German-American citizens who return 
to Germany are again being rigorously subject- 
ed to military duty, and that the German For- 
eign Office ignores United States Minister Sar- 
gent and conducts all negotiations di- 
will be essentially 
in enlightening Americans 
as to the situation. The treatment 
which Mr. Sargent has for some 
time, received at the hands of Bismarck, was 
really scandalous and our Government should 
never have tolerated it. The insults heaped upon 
Mr. Sargent by the official press of Germany on 
account of his alleged newspaper articles on the 
hog question were only a prelude: to an actual 
roscription of our Minister by Bismarck. 
Mr. Sargent is not permitted by Bismarck 
to hol personal intercourse with him, 
although his rank entitles him to it, and is in all 
cases referred to Bismarck’s subordinates. The 
American Minister actually suffers under this 
slight placed upon him to such a degree that his 
position has become very unpleasant, but he en- 
deavors to hold on to his position because it is 
his bread and butter. This is, indeed, a bitter 
lesson for the United States, which isin the habit 
of thus bao ees | for played-out politicians.” 
“In addition to the other causes for complaint 
which our Government has regarding the action 
of Bismarck, it has also to take into consider- 
tion the treatment of its diplomatic representa- 
tive in Berlin. The simple fact that the latter 
had been passed over when the Lasker 
resolution, which he had. presented, was re- 
in itself so. gross an insult 
that our Government can by no means pass it 
overin silence. Our Government would be per- 
fectly justified should it present the answer 
to the communication which the German 
Minister in Washington may have to make 
to the Chancellor of the German Em- 
pire through Mr. Sargent, thus taking no no- 
tice of the German Minister. Should the 
Chancellor then decline to receive the American 
Minister, our Government would be justified in 
rncalling our Minister in Berlin and sending Mr. 
Eisendecker his passports. Greatly as the Ger- 
man-Americans must regret that the situa- 
has undergone such a change, 
they must insist that the Government 
of the United States will maintain 
its dignity. We sympathise with the German 
people should a rupture between the two coun- 
tries increase its misery and its sufferings, but it 
can only hold its iron Government responsible 
for it. If the German Government, through 
hostile acts against our industries and through 
gross insults against the United States, is seek- 
ing to find a pretext to close Germany against 
the United States and to refuse the Germans 
harbor of refuge against their misery, the 
United States will have no other choice but to 
take up the guantlet thus insolently thrown 
down. Ifthe German nation is not able to pro- 
tect itself against so incompetent and oppressive 
a Government, we can’t offer them any help.”

Doherty, Registrar of Vital Statistics, has 
miscarried. He is a Democrat, and be 
longs to a faction which is just now on 
top and bitterly fought by the “old hunkers.”

The elder Warner didn't like the conduct of 
his offspring, and began aninvestigation into the 
affair, and found that there had been a fair and 
square wedding.

If this 
sum wasn’t paid there was an intimation that 
the proposed criminal action against the Doctor 
would be pressed and brought to an issue before 
the hearing at Hartford was ended. Such 
action it was thought would have assistea 
the political enemies who were trying 
to get the doctor out of his office. Hetold them 
to go ahead and do their worst. This culminated 
last evening in the doctor’s arrest for viola 
tion of the law under the circumstances given 
above. After his arrest it leaked out that 
the doctor knew all about the black-mailing 
scheme, and had witnesses to prove it. The par- 
ties who were interested in the scheme to oust 
Doherty are now all trembling in their boots, as 
the doctor, being cornered, proposes to prove the 
attempt to black-mail and will show up the whole 
affair. Several minor city officials are implicated 
and are bringing all possible pressure to bear to 
stop the proceedings, vacate the arrest, and hush 
up the‘whole affair. The doctor refuses to let 
the matter drop, and says he will press the mat- 
ter until the parties to a series of political perse- 
cutions to which he has been subjected are showz

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FILIBUSTERING ALL NIGHT 
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DISORDERLY SCENES IN CONGRESS 
MONDAY NIGHT. 

THE DEMOCRATS UNABLE TO SECURE THE 
NECESSARY MAJORITY. UNTIL NINE 
O’CLOCK IN THE MORNING. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—In the House of 
Representatives last night, during the dead-lock 
on the Mexican pension resolution, from 9 P. M. 
to nearly 2 A. M. the time was consumed 1n roll- 
calls and merriment, occasioned by the excuses 
of members. At that hour, however, an exciting 
and angry scene ensued upon the question of ex- 
cusing Mr. Brumm, of Pennsylvania, who ad- 
mitted that he had left the House after the con- 
test of the evening had begun. Upon this show- 
ing the Democrats voted against excusing him, 
and Mr. Lamb moved that he be fined $5. 

Mr. Browne, of Indiana, opposed the motion. 
It was a fact within the observation of every 
gentleman who had witnessed the proceedings of 
the House during the evening that the whole 
matter had degenerated into afarce. He then 
made a strong arraignment of the conduct of 
members in cases of calls of the House, deelaring 
that it was disreputable and calculated to bring 
upon its members the deserved contempt of the 
country. 

Mr. Lamb replied that every word his colleague 
had saidin opposition to his motion was a word 
which showed that the motion ought to be car- 
ried. It was because this thing had become a 
farce, and for that reason alone, that he made 
the motion which he had. For more than seven 
hours the minority had been attempting not to 
prevent the recognition of the rights of the 
soldiers of the Mexican war, but to prevent a 
day being fixed for the consideration of a bill 


for their relief. And the gentleman from Indi- 
ana (Mr. Browne) was the man of all others who 
led the movement on this floor to defraud these 
men of the rights they ought to have. That 
gentleman was the first of all others to cause 
these farcical proceedings, which he now at- 
tempted to foist on the shoulders of somebody 
else. 

Mr. Hiscock, of New-York, rising to reply, said 
that he wished to discuss the bill to which the 

solution referred, but he was ra by 
fr. Tucker, of Virginia, with a point of order 
that the discussion of the bill was not in order. 
The Speaker stated that the subject of discussion 
was the proposition to fine Mr. Brumm $5. 

Mr. Hiscock said that the minority was told 
that it was in contempt because it had dared to 
resist the passage of this bill. The other side had 
a majority of from 60 to 70 over a quorum, and 
bad contro) of legislation. 

Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana—And you attempt 
to prevent it. 

Mr. Hiscock—And you now try to fine the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania because he was dere- 
lict. Where are your 75 members more thana 
quorum ? 

Mr. Morrison—They have not been here and 
skulked away. 

Mr. Hiscock—The gentleman from Illinois, the 
leader of the House, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, answers my inter- 
rogatories by saying that the 75 have skulked 
away rather than vote for the bill which is pre- 
sented here. 

*T said no such thing,” exclaimed Mr. Mor- 
rison excitedly as he walked down to the bar of 
the House, where Mr. Hiscock was gestieulatin 
violently. Mr. Hiscock said that he understooc 
the gentleman to say they had skulked away, 
and all within reach of his voice so understood it. 
One of the leading candidates for the Speaker- 
ship (referring to Mr. Cox, of New-York) had 
been here when the first roll-call was called, and 
had left the House. And why, why, why [em- 

hasizing each word with excited gestures] had 
his majority from the other side gone? Look 
at the bill, which had been talked about asa bill 
for the relief of Mexican soldiers.

This was greeted with shouts of “order,” and 
Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, approaching to within a 
couple of feet of Mr. Hiscock, and addressing 
him directly, called him to order. 

“ The gentleman calls me to order,”’ exclaimed 
Mr. Hiscock. ‘Gentlemen on the other side call 
me to order because you are unwilling to have 
advertised to the country the bill which you at- 
tempt to force down this House.” 

At this time Mr. Hiscock was standing in front 
of the Speaker’s desk, where he was surrounded 
by an excited crowd of adherents and opponents, 
and the services of the Sergeant-at-Arms had to 
be called into requisition in order to secure some 
degree of order. 

Mr. Tucker inquired whether it was in order to 
read the bill. The Speaker stated that he had no 
means of knowing for what purpose the gentle- 
man from New-York desired to read the bill. 

“ T understood the member from New-Yorx—” 
began Mr. Tucker. 

* Say ‘ gentlemen,’ ’ suggested Mr. Hiscock. 

“ T have no objection,” replied Mr. Tucker. 

“T understood the gentleman to say that he 
was going to read the bill to show why members 
were opposed to it.” 

The Speaker—The reason the gentleman may 
choose to give for opposing the proposition to 
fine the gentleman from Pennsylvania may be an 
insuflicient one, but the Chair has nothing to do 
with that. 

Mr. Hiscock—The reason I was about to urge 
why he should be excused was that 75 stalwart. 
unterrified Democrats on the other side of the 
House have, in the language of the gentleman 
from Illinois, skulked from the House. 

** That is not true,”’ exclaimed Mr. Morrison. 

Mr. Hiscock, continuing, said that the Repub- 
licans felt justified in opposing this bill by every | 
means in their power. If a bill were presented 
which simply involved the Mexican soldier, and 
none but the Mexican soldier, no opposition 
would be offered to it. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, ridiculed the Democratic 
side for attempting to fine the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania for doing exactly what 75 of its 
own members were doing. 

Mr. Brumm then explained that he had been 
misunderstood as saying that he had not left the 
House until the filibustering was begun. Hehad 
left before that time. 

Mr. Lamb then withdrew his motion, and Mr. 
Brumm was excused, and oi] having thus been 
poured on the troubled waters, the House again 
settled down into a state of inanition, in which 
it remained until nearly 6 o’clock, when a motion 
Was agreed to revoking all leaves of absence 
granted for this legislative day.

At 8:15 A. M. the needed number arrived, and 
further or ge under the call having been 
dispensed with, the question recurred on second- 
ing the motion made by Mr. Hewitt of Alabama, 
to suspend the rules and adopt a resolution mak- 
jing the Mexican Pension bill a special order for 
Feb. 21.

FOR THE RELIEF OF GREELY. 
THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT TENDERS THE USE 
OF THE STEAMER ALERT. 


WasHiInGcTron, Feb. 19.—Lieut. J. C..Col- 
well, United States Navy, has been ordered to 
duty on the Greely relief expedition and will 
probably be assigned to the Bear. Lieut. Col- 
well accompanied the expedition of last year 
under Lieut. Garlington. Commander Schley, 
the commander of the expedition, is arranging 
the details as rapidly as possible, and the list of 
naval officers selected to accompany him will be 
announced inafew days. Some changes have 
recently been made in the character of the 
expedition, from the fact that the British Gov- 
ernment has tendered to the United States the 
use of the steamer Alert, and the offer has been 
ae ge The Alert will probably be brought 
to this country by Lieut. Commander C. F. 
Goodrich, United States Navy, who was recently 
detached from the Lancaster. The Alert is a 
steam vessel, which wus specially fitted out for 
arctic explorations by the British Govérnment. 
She was the advance ship of the Nares expedi- 
tion of 1875. She is much larger than either the 
Thetis or the Bear, the vessels purchased for the 
Greely expedition, and will carry about as many 
men as the two combined. On account of her 
size she will be used as asupply ship, and will 
foliow in the wake of the other vessels, so as 
to be of service in case of need. The three 
vessels will require the services of about 120 per- 
sons. including officers and crews, about half 
of which number will be assigned to the Alert. 
The enlistment of men for the expedition 
will begin in a short time at Boston, New-York 
Philadelphia, Washington, and Norfolk. All 
volunteers will be subject to a rigid physical ex- 
amination, and only the best men will be ac- 
cepted. It has been decided to adopt the same 
general plan of provisioning the expedition for 
two years as that which proved so satisfactory 
in the Rodgers expedition, with such additional 
supplies as will tend to prevent scurvy. Ar- | 
rangements have already been made to secure a 
supply of reindcer skins or sealskins for cloth- 
ing. The Secretary of the Navy has been fur- 
nished with a copy of the report made by British 
officers connected with the Nares expedition on 
the subject of arctic expeditions, which contains 
suggestions as to the best manner of fitting 
them out, the general plan of which is almost 
identical with the plan recommended — 
Greely Relief Board and adopted by the Navy 
Department.

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STEAM-BOAT INSPECTION RULES. 
THE WORK DONE BY THE INSPECTORS AT 


THEIR ANNUAL MEETING. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The annual conven- 
ton of the Board of Supervising Inspectors of Steam 
Vessels has adjourned sine die. The board adopted 
importent amendments to the rules governing the con- 
struction of safety-valves. The changes made are 


based upon experiments made at Boston and Philadel- 
phia, and are as follows: 

Lever safety-valves to be attached to steam boilers 
on steam vessels shall have an area of opening of not 
less than one square inch for every two square feet of 
the grate surface in the boiler, and the slats of all such 
safety-valves shall have an angle of inclination tothe 
centre line of their axis of 4 degrees. Spring loaded 
safety-valves, constructed in a manner so as to give an 
increased lift by the operation of the steam, after being 
raised from their seats, or spring loaded safety- 
valves constructed in any other manner so 
as to give an effective area equal to that 
of the aforementioned safety-valves,may be used in 
lieu of the lever valve on all boilers on steam vessels, 
and shall be required to have an area of not less than 
one ate inch to three square feet of the grate sur- 
face of the boilers, and each spring loaded safety-valve 
shall be suppled with a lever that will raise the valve 
from its seat a distance of not less than that equal to 
one-eighth of the diameter of the vaive opening, and 
the seats of all such safety-valves shall have an angle 
of inclination to the centre line of their axis of 45 de- 
grees. ‘his rule ehall go into effect and be in force 

rom and after July 1. 

The board also decided that in view of thorough tests 
made of the life-preservers in use On steam vessels, and 
in view of the fact that penny of them fatled to come up 
to the standard asepees by the board, requiring a buoy- 
ancy of 24 pounds to 6 pounds of good cork, local In- 
spectors should be directed to examine all life-preserv- 
ers and strictly enforce the rules of the board relating 
thereto. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, by a resolution of the 
board, was requested to appoint an Assistant Inspector, 
whose duty it shall be to examine and pass upon all 
life-preservers before their use shall be allowed on 
steam vessels. This has been done for the purpose of 
protecting the traveling public and vessel-owners 
against fraud and imposition in the manufacture and 
sale of inferior life-preservers. 

A code of rules was also adopted for the government 
of Supervising and Local Inspectors in the trial of 
cases Of violation of law on the part of licensed officers. 

A communication was received from the Steam-boat 
Owners’ Association of the Port of New-York, tender- 
ing the board a vote of thanks for passing a rule re- 
quiring all persons to have not less than three years’ 
experience before a license as engineer or pilot can be 
issued to them. 

In view of the manner in which the boiler of the Riv- 
erdale was inspected prior to its explosion the board 
adopted the following rule: 

Local Inspectors, at the annual inspections of steam 
boilers, shal] examine in a thorough and careful manner, 
either externally or internally, all parts of the shell of 
every boiler, and the masters and owners of every steam 
vessel shall afford every facility necessary to enable the 
Inspectors to carry out in the most effective and effi- 
cient manner the provisions of this section.

THE ATTEMPT AT BOYCOTTING. 
The case of Hugh O’ Neill & Co., the Sixth- 
avenue dry goods-dealers, against Duncan A. 
Van Romandt and §. P. Garrett, who were ar- 
rested last week for distributing the boycotting 
circular against the firm, was closed yesterday 


at Jefferson Market Police Court. Louis F. Post, 
of counsel for the defendants, called a number of 
witnesses, who testified that a sentence written 


at the bottom of acircular sent to O’Neill & Co. 


by the Cigar-makers’ Progressive Union was a 
slang phrase. Douglass Campbell, for Mr. O'Neill, 
made several of the witnesses admit that a differ- 
ent construction might be put on the sentence, 
which, it appeared, was not on the circular when 
it was sent to O'Neill & Co. Mr. Post asked Mr. 
Haller, Secretary of the Progressive Union, what 
was the object in sending the circular. . Mr. Hal- 
ler replied: “‘To inform them that the members 
of our organization desired them to cease patron- 
izing a newspaper, because there was a lock-out 
in the compositors’ department.” Mr. Campbell 
suggested: ‘‘In other words, to intimidate the 
business community, because a newspaper had a 
controversy with its employes.’’ The case was 
closed by the opposing counsel agreeing to sum 
up by brief, and each to send the other his brief, 
so that a decision will be reached next week.

METHODS OF BLACK-MAILERS. 
Thomas Feeney and John Britton, the 
black-mailers arrested on Monday night, were 
remanded in the Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday, as Mr. Oelrichs did not appear against 
them.

on women also. One of these would approach a 
woman in the street at night, and after talking 
to hera few minutes his confederate, who per- 
sonated the detective, would come up. en 
the first man would make a charge of disorderly 
conduct against the woman, and she would be 
frightened into paying them a sum of money.

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JERSEY CI TY’S NEW CHARTER. 


THE BILL IN THE FORM PASSED BY THE 
E0OUSE YESTERDAY, 

TRENTON, WN. J., Feb. 19.—There were all 
the signs of a pending caucus measure in the 
Assembly Chamber this morning. The Door- 
keeper would allow no member to pass out. 
Sergeant-at-Arms Donovan was hastening in all 
directions, and Clerk: Winton was calling the roll. 
Absentees were repeatedly shouted for, and 
finally, when 55 or 56 members had responded to 
the roll-call, a motion was made for a suspension 
of the call. Then the Jersey City Charter bill 
was called up for final passage. As originally in- 
troduced at the request of the Citizens’Committee, 
it replaced the existing executive boards with 


single-headed commissions. The Department of 
Works, the Fire Department, and the Police and 
Water Departments were to have each a single 
Superintendent. The Mayor was to have the 
appointment of these executive heads, and with 
them the selection also of all the executive sub- 
ordinates. 

When the charter came from the House com- 
mittee the single-headed commissions remained 
intact, but the responsibility of their selection 
was divided between the Mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen, Which was given a oatrming, power. 
‘The orginal instrument provided for a board of 
12 Councilmen, elected by districts. The result 
of the election in the districts has been in past 
years to tie the two parties in the Council. To 
give the Democrats an opportunity to recover 
their lost majority, an amendment was tacked on 
in committee providing for an Alderman at 
Large. With these features added the bill was 
taken into the Democratic caucus and the 
strength of the party in the House pledged to its 
paaeeee. When it was on second reading fruit- 
ess attempts were made to amend it back into

o the Senate for concurrence. 

The bill,in the shape in which it passed the 
House to-day, makes no allusion to the Board of 
Finance or to the Board of Education, and its 
legal effect is to leave those two boards as now 
constituted. It legislates out the present Com- 
missioners, but legislates in the subordinates dur- 
ing good behavior. The department heads are 
to be nominated by the Mayor to the Council. If 
the Council fails to confirm any one nomination 
within 10 days it shall be considered as rejected, 
and the rejection of three nominees for any one 
place is to leave the Mayor free to fill the vacan- 
cy untila new Council comes in. The Mayor is 
to be elected every two years, and to serve ata 
salary of from $3,000 to $5,000. The Councilman 
at Large is not to be Chairman of the Council 
unless his fellow-Councilmen elect him to 
the position. The City Council is to have 
power to determine the number and pay of the 
subordinates of the several departments, and 
such subordinates shall be appointed by the 
Mayor and the head of the department in- 
terested. The officers to be nominated to this 
Council are the City Treasurer, Controller, Col- 
lector, Commissionerof Assessments, City Mar- 
shal, Overseer of the Poor, keeper of the Alms- 
house, pound-keepers, city weighers and meas- 
urers, and Chief Engineer of the Engineering 
Bureau. The other officers—including the Asses- 
sors—are to be appointed by the Mayor and de- 

artment heads, except that the appointments 
or the Department of Engineering shall be 
made by the .Chief Engineer with the approval 
of the Mayor. The bill disturbs no present sub- 
ordinate except the Corporation Attorney, 
whose place it abolishes. Before it can 
become operative, however, the act must have 
been accepted by a vote of the poople of the 
city, and the vote may—and if the charter 
passes probably will—be taken before the ap- 
proaching charter election. The Citizens’ Com- 
mittee is not without hope of passing the bill 
through the Senate. A large body of influential 
eh apg will urge that, while not TT 
satisfactory to them either as men or as parti- 
sans, the bill makes beneficial changes in the 
form ofthe local government, and is atleast a 
step in the right direction. 

All of the morning hour in the Assembly was 
consumed in a vain attempt to pass the Newark 
Plank Road bill. The Senate to-day passed Sen- 
ator Nichols’s bill adding six new aides to Gov. 
Abbett’s staff.

ASKING FOR LARGE ALIMONY. 
Lena Solomon has had her husband, 
Morris Solomon, put into Ludlow-Street Jail, for 
his inability to give surety in $3,000, to comply 
with the result of her suit for a limited divorce. 
Mrs. Solomon charges Morris with having during 
the brief period of their life together—six months 
in 1876—beaten her and run away with her jewel- 


ry. She asks the court to award her alimony 
pending litigation, at the rate of $250 a week, 
and a counsel fee of $500. She alleges that Mr. 
Solomon has returned from South Africa with 
at least $75,000, and has engaged in the diamond 
business which promises to net him an _ in- 
come of $20,000 a year. According to Mrs. 
Solomon her husband went from _ this 
city in 1876 to Melbourne, and thence to 
South Africa, and in both places made 
money on the racetrack. The track he forsook 
to keep a hotel near the South African diamond 
diggings, where he secretly bought diamonds 
from the diggers, notwithstanding the vigilance 
of the owners of the fields. Mr. Solomon de- 
clares that he was compelled to leave his wife be- 
cause she was bad tempered. He denies the state- 
ment that he is wealthy, and says the story as to 
his career abroad was made by an ex-convict 
whose hatred he had incurred.

THE JUSTICE’S HEAD IN DANGER. 

Thomas Fitzpatrick, of No. 244 First- 
avenue was drunk yesterday at Eighteenth-street 
and Broadway, and Officer C. Albertson, of the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct, came up just as he had 
closed with a stranger who had declined to fight 
with him. Fitzpatrick-was a very unpleasant 
prisoner. He fought the officer on the way to 
the station and in a Seventh-avenue car going to 
the Jefferson Market Court. When the charge 
was mace before Justice Patterson, Fitzpatrick 
stood at the prisoner’s rail in front of the magis- 
trate’s desk. The officers who are supposed to 
guard the platform between the rail and the 
magistrate, however, allowed him to get on it.

It nar- 
rowly missed the Justice’s head, and was shat- 
tered 1 against a record case. Officers sprang on 
Fitzpatrick, and he was roughly handled on his 
way to prison. An affidavit charging felonious 
assault was drawn up against the prisoner, and 
to-day Justice White will sit and Justice Patter- 
son will appear against him. 
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THE FRAUDULENT DIVORCE CASES. 
It having been stated that the Superior 
Court of this city was a favorite place for 
funro Adams and J. T.S&. Clarke to bring their 
fraudulent divorce suits, and that many worth- 
less decrees were granted there, Thomas Boese, 


clerk of the court, has had a search of the records 
made. Within five years no case has been found 
in which Adams figured, and only two in which 
Clarke was the attorney. The records of both 
the suits are in every respect regular, and the de- 
crees seem to be irreproachable. 

On motion of District Attorney Ridgway, the 
examination of John G. Law, which was to hava 
taken place yesterday before Justice Massey, in 
Justice Walsh’s court, Brooklyn, was adjourned 
until Saturday afternoon. Law, who is a Deputy 
Cierk of the Supreme Court, is charged with 
forging the name of Judge Pratt and County 
Clerk Rodney ,Thursby to a fraudulent decree 
of divorce, purporting to have been obtained by 
Munro Adams.

SURROGATE'S OFFICE FEES. 


THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN SEIZED WITH 


THE INVESTIGATION CRAZE. 

The Democratic members of the Board 
of Aldermen determined yesterday to carry the 
warinto Africa, and to have a hand in the inves- 
tigation craze which has recently seized legis- 
lators of high and low degree. President Kirk 
handed the following resolution to the Clerk to 
be read. It bore the name of Alderman McQuade 
on its back as its sponsor: 


Whereas, It is alleged that grave irregularities exist, 
that extortion {s practiced, and that certain provisions 
of law are either violated or nullified by the Surrogate, 
or permitted by him on tbe part of his subordinates, 
in the transaction of the business of that office; be it 
therefore 

Resolved, That the special committee appointed by 
this board on Jan. 31, 1884, be authorized and directed 
to investigate such allegations, and the method of 
transacting business tin the office of the Surrogets. such 
investigation to be conducted as provided in chapter 
89 of the Laws of 1860, and the result reported to this 
board at the earliest time practicable. 

Alderman O'Neil was enthusiastic in seconding 
the resolution and in urging its adoption. The 
fees collected in the Surrogate’s office, he said, 
were not paid into the City Treasury, and as the 
fee question was a live one, the investigation 
should be had. Alderman O’Connor said there 
were many reasons why the resolution should 
not be adopted. The committee to which it was 
proposed to refer the matter had its hands full, 
and, according to the statement of one of its 
members, would not complete the work of in- 
vestigating the Tax Department until the end of 
the coming Summer. As to the assertion that 
the action was called for by common rumor, he 
had not heard the rumorand had not seen it 
mentioned in the press. Besides this, the board 
had no legislative power in the matter. The res- 
olution was, in his opinion,a fishing excursion 
for notoriety, which was confounded with fame 
by some people. The Surrogate’s Court was not 
one of the city departments, and it was only 
frittering away the time of the committee to 
cause them to make such an investigation, for 
after they had completed their work they could 
take no action. However, if the resolution was 
to be adopted, there should be a special commit- 
tee appointed for the purpose, and he made a 
motion to amend it to that effect. 

Alderman Jaehne hoped the amendment would 
not prevail. It seemed strange to him that Al- 
derman O’Connor should differ so much from his 
Republican friends in the Legislature. The craze 
seemed to be one-sided, as the investigations thus 
far had been of Democratic departments. The 
only objection to the resolution seemed to be 
that the Surrogaté was a Republican. The 
aspersions cast upon the department ought to be 
investigated in order that its head might be in- 
vestigated. 

The amendment was lost by astrictly party vote 
of 7to13,the Republicans composing the minori- 
ty. Alderman O’Connor offered another amend- 
ment to increase the number of the committee to 
five. In his previous remarks,he said, he had made 
no reference to any man’s politics. He had treated 
the resolution as a legal proposition, without re- 
gard to politics. In his opinion the Board of Al- 
dermen had nothing more to do with the Surro- 
gate than they had with the rising and set- 
ting of thesun. There was no need of his say- 
ing a wordin exculpation of the honored gen- 
tieman who occupied the bench of the,Surro- 
gate’s court, as he needed none. He apprehended 
that the Surrogate cared as little for the board 
as some of its members cared for him. The 
amendment to increase the membership of the 
committee was lost ona party vote. The Presi- 
dent then declared the original motion carried. 

ae. of the action of the board, Surrogate 
Rollins said to a TrmzEs reporter that he was per- 
fectly willing that any person who desired to 
investigate his court should doso. As for him- 
self, he had never receivedjone dollar in fees since 
he had been Surrogate; in fact, he had never re- 
ceived any remuneration beyond his salary in 
any position he had held under the city. If his 
clerks had received illegal fees he did not know 
it. There had never been any complaint made 
to him of sucha proceeding. The clerks in the 
Surrogate'’s office were permitted to receive fees 
by a resolution of the Board of Aldermen, and 
they were not required to pay them over to the 
city.

A ROW AT AN AUTOPSY. 


ONE DOCTOR RUNS AWAY AND ANOTHER 
IS ASSAULTED. 

CurcAao, lll., Feb..19.—John Devine, the 
12-year-old son of Bridget Devine, of No. 28 
Chatham-street,, died on Monday night. The 
boy alleged that he had been struck by John 
Miskey, a stoker at the gas-works, with a 
shovel. Miskey was arrested on Feb. 9, 
while at his work. He denied the assault. The 
neighborhood where the Devines live is known 
as ‘Little Hell.” Mrs. Devine’s friends are wild 
with excitement, andswear vengeance. When 
Dr. Bluthardt, the County Physician, and his as- 


sistant, Dr. Krost, went to Mrs. Devine’s house, 
about 1 o'clock Tuesday, to hold a post-mor- 
tem examination on the boy’s body, they 
met with an unusual ongenente. A large crowd 
of the friends of the family had gathered and 
were breathing vengeance against Miskey, the 
man charged with the boy’s death. The two 
physicians announced the object of their busi- 
ness, but Mrs. Devine strenuously objected to 
having the boy’s body touched, and filled the 
air with her cries. The doctors insisted on the 
performance of their duty. By this time the 
whole neighborhood was in a turmoil. When 
the physicians were about half through their work 
an older brother of the deceased boy picked up a 
chair, and swore that if they did not stop he 
would brain them. Mrs. Devine acted like a 
crazy woman, and to her shrieks were added the 
yells of the neighbors. Dr. Bluthardt, having 
regard for the welfare of his person, left in 
a hurry and jumped into his buggy. Dr. 
Krost by some means got locked in the 
room and before he could escape was assaulted, 
and bears cuts and bruises on his hands to bear 
witness to his narrow escape. The two pbhysi- 
cians had to depart so —— that they were 
compelled to leave their surgical instruments 
behind them. A patrol wagon full of policemen 
finally quelled the riot and restored peace.

A DEADHEAD RECEIVES DAMAGES.

The 
ticket contained on the reverse side a printed 
notice to drovers that no risk would be assumed 
by the company, nor would any damage be 
allowed, &c. The company set up in its defense 
the plea that the plaintiff was upon the train in 

he character of an employe or servant of the 
ag ae 4 and that there was no liability because 
of the general principle that the master is not 
liable to the servant for injuries arising from the 
negligence of his fellow-servants. The court re- 
fused to sustain this plea and held that Flinn was 
lawfully a passenger, and he recovered a verdict.

ANSWERS FROM THE VETERANS. 


THE OFFICERS BY NO MEANS WILLING TO 
ADMIT THEIR USELESSNESS,. 

The manifesto issued by the General offi- 
cers of the National Guard commanding the 
First and Second Divisions, the four bngades in 
this city and Brooklyn, and the Colonels of the 
several regiments, excepting the Thirteenth, of 
Brooklyn, against uniformed regimental veteran 
associations created consternation yesterday in 
the ranks of those organizations. The first 
intimation they had of it was contained 


in their morning papers. During yesterday 
afternoon copies of the document were re- 
ceived by many of the members of the various 
veteran organizations. ‘it hurts me,” said Col. 
Locke W. Winchester, the commandant of the 
veterans of the Seventh Regiment, last evening. 
“Why, what would the Seventh Regiment have 
done without its veterans? How would it have 
obtained its new armory? Who raised the most 
money for the new building?” 

Col. Winchester added that he thought the cir- 
cular “had been prepared by Gen. Shaler and 
Col. Clark, the President and Secretary respect- 
ively of the Board of Health, in their comforta- 
ble apartments in the Municipal Building, in 
Mott-street. Then the commanding officers of 
the other regiments signed it with such reason as 
may have instigated them.” So far as the veter- 
ans of the Seventh were concerned, Col. Win- 
chester said, the document would not injure 
them. Among the members of their uniformed 
battalion were Col. Shumway, who commanded 
the eighth company for 3 years. No manin 
the active regiment to-day had done one-tenth 
of the work forthe regiment that he had per- 
formed. Then there were Col. Riblet, who com- 
manded the Fourth Company over!30 years; 
Capt. Speight, Capt. Hayden, and other veterans 
in the organization, the value of whose services 
could not be estimated. Col. Winchester said he 
believed that the Colonels of the regiments who 
ea the manifesto were “‘ actuated by feelings 
of jealousy purely.”” They did not like to see 
the names of * Colonel’? Winchester, ‘* Colonel” 
Laird, ** Major’? McLean, and others in print, or 
hear them mentioned. “But,” he continued, 
“the veterans of the Seventh are going slow. 
They are going to have prepared a state- 
ment showing the amount of labor, time, and 
money they have expended, and the number of 
recruits they have gained for the active regi- 
ment since the expiration of their respective 
terms of service. When this is done the public 
will be enabled to judge whether tnese men are 
fit subjects to be held up for public ridicule or 
not.” Col. Winchester is confident that Col. 
Clark would not be ong a Soe by his own com- 
mand in the statement he had seen fit to make. 
Only five members of the Board of Officers of the 
active regiment had voted in favor of a similar 
statement some time ago, when it was brought 
up in a meeting. 

In speaking of the matter at issue, Capt. 8. 
Ellis Briggs, of the Veteran Corps of the Twenty- 
second Regiment, said to a Trmes reporter, 
last night: ‘Of all the silly things I ever heard 
of, this, in my opinion, is the silliest. It is silly 
on its face, fora veteran corps of a good regi- 
ment is really of more value to that regiment in 
many ways than the regiment isitself. Take the 
Seventh, for example. When it was raising 
money to build its present magnificent 
armory, its Veteran Corps came forward 
and financially aided the enterprise more than 
the members of the regiment. A veteran corps 
can by no possibility do any harm to the regi- 
ment the name of which it takes, while on the 
other hand it may be of the most material as- 
sistance. Asarule the veterans of a regiment 
are about ten times as influential and about ten 
times as rich as the regiment. While a regiment 
may sneer at its veterans. I notice that it goes to 
them every time that it wants assistance. In my 
opinion this movement has been started by some 
light-weight regiments who fear that through 
their members joining their veteran corps they 
may have to be disorganized.”

A VAIN EFFORT TO RALLY FOR ARTHUR— 


UNPLEDGED DELEGATES TO BE SENT, 
Boston Correspondence of the Springfield Republi- 
can. 

The effort to start an Arthur boom, into 
which the new Congressman from your section 
of the State seems to have hurriedly plunged, is 
evidently for effect upon the coming convention 
or upon the committee, but there are happily 
no indications thatit will work. Mr. Rockwell 
to the contrary. notwithstanding, the “best ele- 
ments” are leading here this year as before, and 


the machine men who have tried to check the 
progressive movement of the party and to head 
off reform, are at the rear behind the prceresive 
men. Itis any 6 to be more difficult than ever 
to “fix things” this year, or to return to the old 
methods of managing the conventions and 
pledging delegations. Mr. Rockwell's talx has 
astonished some of the leaders and others in this 
section of the State who were disposed to sympa- 
thize with himrather than the Republican, in 
in his brief campaign for Robinson's va- 
cant seat. Probably when the State Con- 
vention comes together and the delegates 
are chosen to Chicago it will be found by those 
who now think that Mr. Rockwell is right that 
he is wrong. Ifthe sentiment of Massachusetts 
is atall prononnced it is for Edmunds rather 
than any other person who has been suggested 
forthe nomination. Doubtless there isa very 
warm feeling for Gen. Sherman and the talk ofa 
ticket of Sherman and Lincoln—a hurrah ticket, 
with old war memories in it, the union of the 
brilliant General with the son of the martyred 
President—is to many very fascinating. Possi- 
bly Massachusetts sentiment may be turned in 
course of time in that direction, but at present, 
while Arthur is commended for his consery- 
atism, he is not by any meansthe choice of the 
representative menof Massachusetts. Undoubt- 
edly this statement of the standing of candi- 
dates will be questioned by those who think dif- 
ese 3 but if the State Committee and the 
weightiest men in the party, whose influence is 
the strongest, could be polled, it would be found 
that Edmunds stands first, Gen, Sherman second, 
Harrison not altogether out of sight, Arthur in 
only tair view, Logan with no support, and 
Blaine with little. 

The determination is to select unpledged dele- 
gations representing the State at large and the 
various Congressional districts. It is also pro- 

osed to attempt to strike a fairly high standard 
n whatever platform may be adopted, so as to 
invite the support of the independents. There 
may be some controversy over the issues, but it 
is most likely that the result will be a conserva- 
tive view of all of them, radical only on civil 
service reform. Possibly Gov. Robinson will 
head the State delegation to Chicago. Henry 
Cabot Lodge will undoubtedly be on it, and pos- 
sibly Gov. Long. Aneffort may be made to have 
Charles Francis Adams, Jr., placed on it; some 
talk of Henry L. Pierce as a member, and possi- 
bly Mr. Crapo or Senator Hoar will be chosen. 
Some mention is made of Mr. Hyde asa repre- 
sentative from the western part of the State if 
Mr. Robinson does not go, though there isa 
strong desire to have the Governor head the

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this region, rain and 
snow, winds shifting to south-west and 
inorth-west, followed by colder weather, 
falling, followed by rising, barometer.

Yesterday in the Senate was devoted 
mainly to the laudable attempts of Demo- 
cratic Senators to expose the folly of the 
Plumb-Vest proposition to issue Treasury 
notes instead of bank notes. Messrs. Bay- 
ARD, BECK, and McPHERSON followed the 
example of Mr. Jonss, of Florida, on the 
previous day, and denounced the proposi- 
tion as threatening the country with the 
worst and most costly kind of centraliza- 
tion. Mr. ALLISON, in a sensible speech, 
paid that he would vote for either the Mor- 
rill or Sherman amendment. or, if he could 
not get one of these, for the committee’s 
bill, since the obvious need of the hour 
was to encourage the greatest circulation 
tonsistent with safety. 


The municipal canvass in Philadelphia 
has resulted in the election of Smiru, the 
Republican candidate for Mayor, although 
he was by no means a creditable repre- 
gentative of the party, and the means 
which he employed to promote his nomi- 
‘nation and election ought to have result- 
edin his defeat. The reform sentiment 
was generally against him, but Republic- 
ans appear to have been influenced by a 
fear that defeat in the city would he a 
bad omen for the party in the State. 
There was, however, no connection be- 
‘tween the local issues and general politics, 
and it is unfortunate that voters are not 
sufficiently independent to act for good 
Jocal administration without regard to re- 
mote politicai contingencies. It is the 
‘vice of municipal elections that even 
when held by themselves they cannot be 
separated in men’s minds from the inter- 
este of party politics.

tice in Massachusetts to choose district 
delegates at district conventions, The 
only change from the ordinary custom 
necessitated by the rule of the Na- 
tional Committee will be the hold- 
ing of the district conventions first.

Suppose 
a committee of the House were to go 
out and investigate a riot in Ohio, where 
riots have been known, and come back 
declaring that, although the investigation 
did not directly make capital for the Dem- 
ocratic Party, it showed a great many 
things that were not creditable to the 
Ohio system of civilization. What on 
earth has the United States Senate to do 
with the defects of the civilization of Vir- 
ginia or of Ohio? Ifan election to its own 
body is suspected to be vitiated by fraud 
or force it may inquire into the facts. 
But that the mere finding of faults which 
it can do nothing to mend is fit work for 
the Senate is an opinion which Senator 
SHERMAN has pretty much to himself. 


The discussion of ways and means for 
the completion of the Bartholdi pedestal 
fund has resulted in the devising of a 
scheme for an effectual canvass of the 
city for individual subscriptions. It has 
been complained that no systematic effort 
has been made in this direction, and that 
too much has been left to the spontaneous 
generosity and patriotism of our fellow- 
citizens. Whether this is true or not, it 
must be admitted that it is difficult to en- 
list the sympathies and co-operation of 
individuals in any large work by a general 
appeal. The division of the city into dis- 
tricts, and a subdivision by trades, socie- 
ties, professions, &c., has been made, and 
it is to be hoped that every individual who 
is able to give anything to the fund will be 
personally applied to before many weeks. 
The reproach that our own fellow-citizens 
are not given opportunity to subscribe to 
the pedestal fund certainly should not any 
longer stand. 


THE COPIAH COUNTY CASE. 


The testimony thus far taken by the 
Senate sub-committee in New-Orleans 
tends to show that a veritable reign of ter- 
ror prevailed in Copiah County, Miss., be- 
fore the last election. The shot-gun policy 
was in full blast, and there is no room for 
doubt as to the political character of the 
outrages that were unquestionably com- 
mitted. As Senator Hoar remarked the 
other day, it is an insult to intelligence to 
assume that there are two sides to such a 
case. The leaders of the Republican and 
Independent movement, including the 
MatTrHeEws brothers, appear to have been 
among the most respectable men in the 
county. The sole offense of the murdered 
MATTHEWS was his determination to exer- 
cise the political rights which are the her- 
itage of every American citizen. He had 
been warned by the Hazlehurst mob not 
to vote, and he was shot down in the most 
cold-blooded manner at the polls by a man 
who had professed to be his friend and had 
shared the hospitalities of his home. 

The murder of MATTHEWS was but the 
culminating incident of a canvass that had 
been characterized throughout by brutal 
violence and intimidation by an armed 
mob. Negroes had been whipped and shot 
and driven into the woods in mortal terror. 
Meetings had been broken up and threats 
of bloodshed had been made as a means of 
carrying the election. These hideous bar- 
barities had been countenanced and en- 
couraged by prominent Bourbons, includ- 
ing Congressman BARKSDALE and the 
editor of the leading local newspaper. The 
only excuse that was or can be given is 
that the Independent and Republican 
movement had becomeso strong as to have 
a prospect of success in Copiah County, 
and the Bourbons were determined to 
maintain their ascendency at whatever 
cost. Nor can it be pretended that the in- 
telligence and character of the county 
were on the Bourbon side, for the Inde- 
pendent leaders compared most favorably 
with the red-handed cut-throats who suc- 
ceeded in carrying the election and mak- 
ing a burlesque of local self-government. 

There can be no manner of justification 
or extenuation for the outrages in Cepiah 
County, and it will be an act of folly for 
Democrats in Congress or elsewhere to 
endeavor to defend them. By doing so 
they will assume a terrible responsibility, 
for it isin the power of the Democratic 
Party of the country todo much toward 
repressing such exhibitions of barbarism 
in the South. They are revolting to every 
sense of humanity and political decency, 
anda party that is willing to profit by 
them deserves nothing but condemnation 
from a free people. Men of Mississippi 
especially ought to denounce them and do 
everything in their power to prevent their 
repetition, for they cannot fail to work a 
lasting injury to the State. 

It is not easy tosee what the National 
Government can do to remedy the evil, 
which is an outgrowth cf a state of society 
and the character of a people which have 
been brutalized by generations of slavery. 
In national elections the Government has 
the right and the power to defend citizens 
in the exercise of their privileges and to 
punish the violation of nationa! laws, but 
it cannot intervene to compe! « barbarous

If 
the enlightened and order-loving North 
should insist that any political party which 
is capable of resorting to such means of 
establishing its power anywhere and un- 
der any circumstances, or which counte- 
nances and defends such atrocities, is un- 
fit to be trusted with the administration 
of national affairs, the responsibility for 
keeping alive the sectional issue will lie 
with those who insist on disgracing the 
institutions of a free Republic. 


ATTENTION! 


The action of the Republicans in the 
House of Representatives on Monday 
night and yesterday morning was quite 
justified by thecircumstances. It was the 
best possible way to call the attention of 
the country to the schemes for emptying 
the Treasury of which the so-called Mex- 
ican Pension bill is but one. That bill 
proposes to place on the pension rolls the 
names of all those who served for sixty 
daysin the war with Mexico, and all those 
who served for thirty days in the Semi- 
nole and Creek and Black Hawk ‘“‘ wars.” 
It is in no sense an ordinary pension 
bill, since it is not intended to aid those 
disabled in the service. These are already 
provided for, and have been for more than 
a third of acentury. Nor is it intended 
to give a special reward for special service, 
since it applies to every one who was ‘en- 
listed under the flag for a month or two, 
though he may not have seen a drop of 
blood shed or heard a shot fired or run any 
risk greater than that of the guard-house. 

So far as the bill has any principle, it is 
one which will not bear the slightest dis- 
cussion, being, as Gen. WARNER, of Ohio, 
pointed out, the principle of giving pay- 
ment for service and not for suffering. It 
is the entering wedge for bills of a far 
wider scope and more dangerous charac- 
ter, which propose to do substantially the 
same thing for thesurvivors of the war of 
the rebellion. The latter would take from 
the Treasury, which is to say from the 
earnings of the people, hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars. That of itself would be bad 
enough, if we consider only the direct 
drain on the resources of the country. But 
the indirect consequences would be far 
worse, for the time would surely come 
when this burden would so hamper the 
productive forces of the United States as to 
place them at a serious disadvantage in the 
commercial competition of the world. This 
country has been the refuge of a great 
number of the most valuable of immi- 
grants from other lands, who have been 
loaded down in the struggle for existence 
with the taxes made necessary by enor- 
mous standing armies. The policy of the 
Mexican Pension bill, carried to its logical 
application in the case of the rebellion, 
would lay on the energies of the American 
people, without the shadow of occasion or 
excuse, precisely the same burdens as 
those caused by European standing armies. 

The Republican minority in the House 
has taken the position that this policy 
should be vigorously resisted. The Re- 
publicans made up their minds that 
whatever was done about it should 
be done on the sole and_  undivid- 
ed responsibility of the Democrat- 
ic majority. The Democratic Pension 
Committee had so far favored the bill as 
to move to suspend the rules and make it 
a special order for to-morrow. On this 
motion the Republicans refused to vote. 
They declared, in effect, that if the Demo- 
crats, who have shamefully neglected gen- 
eral and important business and have not 
yet touched one of the regular appropria- 
tion bills, wished to make such a bill a 
special order, they must do it with their 
own votes. They were strictly within 
their rights as members of the House in 
adopting this course, and they made a 
proper use of their rights. They knew 
that their course would probably result in 
an all-night session, and that it would fix 
the attention of the whole country upon 
the matter in hand, and that no other 
means would so readily and certainly at- 
tain that end. They accomplished their 
object. The majority will now be com- 
pelled to realize that the country is watch- 
ing them. Whatever they may do they 
will have to do witha sense of responsi- 
bility very different from that which 
would have been felt by them had it not 
been for the notable and exciting occur- 
rences of Monday night, The Republicans 
have not done a better sixteen hours’ 
work since the session began. 


MR. GLADSTONE’S VICTORY. 


The triumph of Mr. GLADSTONE in the 
defeat of Sir STAFFORD NORTHCOTE’S reso- 
lution of censure was signal. The case 
was the strongest which has been or could 
have been made against the Government 
since it was formed. There has, without 
doubt, been blundering in Egypt, and the 
blundering has been followed by disaster 
and disgrace. It is true that the Egyptian 
policy of the Government, if it has not 
been the policy of the nation, has been 
the policy of the House of Commons 
which was called upon to condemn it. At 
every step Parliament was taken into 
the confidence of the Government, and 
every step Parliament approved before it 
was taken. But it is of the essence of 
constitutional government, as the same is 
understood and practiced in Great Britain, 
that the assent of a man or of a legisla- 
ture to an act does not so far make it the 
act of the assenteras to estop him from 
censuring it if it turn out badly. 

Apart from the strength of the case the 
opposition had adventitious aids which 
they are not likely to possess again. The 
Government has been in office long 
enough to make people wish for 
a change fer the sake of change. Its 
Egyptian policy has turned out ill; its 
Irish policy has not turned out very well; 
it has no measures to bring forward which 
strongly enlist the sympathies of the Brit- 
ish public, or at least of that part of it 
which is already represented in Parlia- 
ment. The assimilation of the borough 
and county franchise is a measure which 
is looked upon as a concession, perhaps 
necessary. but certainly not attractive, to 
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the inexorable advance of democracy. 
Moreover, the guerrillas of the House were 
all arrayed against the Government. 
The Irish members no doubt made 
sure when they joined the Oppo- 
sition that their accession would 
bring it victory, although in fact it prob- 
ably drove to the support of the Govern- 
ment quite as many votes as it carried to 
the aid of the Opposition. And the Gov- 
ernment also encountered the opposition 
of such fussy and fractious Independents 
as Mr. CowEN, of Newcastle. In spite of 
all this, the Government was sustained by 
the handsome majority of 49 in the un- 
usually large division of 573, nine-tenths 
of the members of the House of Commons. 

Gratifying as this result must be and 
should be to Mr. GLADSTONE, it does not 
overcome the strength of the case against 
his Government, nor the fact that its 
Egyptian policy has been in the nature of 
a tragical farce. The vote was not so 
much a vote of confidence in Mr. Guap- 
STONE as of want of confidence in Mr. GLap- 
STONE’S adversaries. One member who 
took part in the debate expressed what 
was no doubt the feeling of the House in 
saying that, whatever the faults of the Gov- 
ernment had been, they had not been such 
as to warrant the House in giving a “‘ blank 


check” to Lord SALIsBsuRY. This was a 


snub of poor Sir STarrorp NORTHCOTE’S 
pretensions to being regarded as the Con- 


servative leader, which was the more se-. 


vere for being very possibly unintended 
and unconscious. In point of fact, the 
Conservatives have no leader whom they 


themselves trust or whom they can with, 


any confidence ask the wavering members 
of the House to trust. The Marquis of 
SALISBURY has shown merely the qualities 
and the temper of an accomplished cynic, 
Sir STAFFORD is merely a representative of 
political inertia, and Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL a representative of aimless 
restlessness. The vote by which the 
House of Commons, in form, expressed 
its unabated confidence in the Liberal 
leader is, in fact, a most emphatic expres- 
sion of the acephalous Condition of the 
Conservative Party. 





THE DORSHEIMER BILL. 


It was necessary to secure a two-thirds 
vote on Monday when Mr. DORSHEIMER 
asked the consent of the House to sus- 
pend the rules and make the Copyright 
bill a special order for a certain day. 
At present, the bill stands the eleventh on 
the calendar, and it will undoubtedly be 
passed when it comes before the House. 
So the vote refusing to fix a certain day 
for its consideration is not significant, ex- 
cept as showing the animus of some of 
the small concerns that oppose the 
measure. Mr. DerustTer, of Wisconsin, 
for example, manifested the length and 
breadth of that species of backwoods 
intelligence which regards a book as a 
mere article of merchandise. Mr. DEUSTER 
said that the effect of the bill would be to 
tax our people for the benefit of foreign 
authors. That we should eventually se- 
cure for American authors a foreign mar- 
ket in which their wares are now sold 
without so much as “‘ by your leave” from 
the foreign publishers seems never to have 
occurred to the intelligent backwoodsman. 
Mr. Devuster is alarmed for the pirates 
‘who are now making reprints of foreign 
authors,” and who may be thrown out of 
employment if they cannot pirate foreign 
books. He would have them sell books 
which cost nothing but payment for ink, 
paper, and binding. The author, foreign 
or domestic, has no rights. 

Mr. W. D. KELLEY, true to his fetich, 
Protection, wanted the bill postponed un- 
til the publishers and book-makers could 
be heard. If the duty on quinine were 
under consideration, Mr. KELLEY would 
request postponement of the matter until 
the apothecaries could present an argu- 
ment. All of this opposition to the pro- 
tection of the American author, by guar- 
anteeing the foreign writer thesame rights 
as those asked for our own writers, comes 
from two classes of obstructionists. The 
one class is devoted to the interests of lit- 
erary piracy. The other is bound to pro- 
tect dealers in and manufacturers of pa- 
per, glue, ink, and binders’ boards. Mr. 
DEUSTER represents the pirates who de- 
mand that no foreigner shall have any 
right to a profit on the circulation of the 
product of his brain. Mr. KELLEY will 
not protect the foreigner unless he will 
agree to print his book in this country. 
He cannot trust to that natural protec- 
tion afforded by the laws of trade, 3,000 
miles of carriage by sea, and the inci- 
dental costs and charges placed on im- 
ported books, plus a duty of 25 per cent. 
He would compel the foreign author to 
agree to have his book manufactured here 
as a condition precedent to copyright. 
We do not believe that the American 
Congress will be swayed by the Deusters 
and the Kelleys. It will do justice to 
American authors. 


BLACK-MAIL ON THE STREETS. 


It requires, of course, great moral cour- 
age fora reputable citizen to face a scan- 
dalous and infamous charge. Trading on 
this obvious knowledge of human nature, it 
has become a business among disreputable 
creatures to beguile men into conversation 
while on the streets after dark, and to ac- 
cuse them suddenly and to make an out- 
cry just when a confederate and counter- 
feit detective appears on the scene. In this 
way many decent men have been scared 
into giving up money and valuables to se- 
cure an abandonment of the fraudulent 
charge against them. The bogus “ detect- 
ives” and policemen who make their living 
in this way are said to be numerous. Of 
course, no well-informed and courageous 
citizen would hesitate to collar the scoun- 
drel and black-mailer, and hand him over 
to the nearest policeman. But all passen- 
gers on the streets are not well-informed 
or courageous, and the victims of these 
worse than cut-threats axe numerous. 

The arrest of two of these artful ruffians 
last Monday night, in one of the most 
frequented parts of the city, proves the 
existence of a system of robbery and terror- 
ism which has heretofore been only hinted 
at as something too shameful to be de- 
scribed. In the interest of justice and de- 
cency, it is to be hoped that these foot-

MR. D’ERNESTI’S CONCERT. 

Mr. Titus d’Ernesti, a musician who has 
been in this country several months, gave a con- 
cert at Steinway Hall last evening, during the 
progress of which several of his compositions 
and performances were listened to by a pretty 
numerous audience. The original pieces chosen 
for interpretation did not indicate that 
Mr. d’Ernesti is likely to take high rank 
as a composer. The list included a_ trio 
for piano, violin, and violoncello; a piano 
fantasia, an alleged bolero from an al- 
leged opera entitled “Ce que femme 
veut,” and an “andante religioso.” None 
of these numbers was distinguished by 
originality or special cleverness of treatment. 
Mr. d’Ernesti was heard to greater advantage 
asa pianist. He has a good technique and con- 
siderable force and brilliancy, while it is to be 
mentioned that his temperament and style in- 
clinc rather toward the temperament and style 
of the old school of virtuosos. A tarantella by 
Moszowski, and Mendelssohn’s “Serenade and 
Allegro Giojoso” may be set down as his happiest 


efforts yesterday, although he was somewhat 
hampered in the Mendelssohn piece{by the occa- 
sional uncertainty of the stringed quintet. The 
“pianist composer” who, spite of all strictures, is 
undoubtedly an artist of culture and experience, ~ 
had the assistance of Messrs. Morawski, Franko, 
and Bayrhoffer, and of Mme. Christine Dossert. 
Mr. Morawski possesses a noble baritone voice, 
vars upon a well-defined bass, and he sings 
with taste and impressiveness. It is a pity that 
the absence of an accompanist should have de- 
prived him of the opportunity of rendering the 
great aria from Rossini’s ‘* Maometto.” The same 
mishap prevented the performance of the duet 
from *‘ Hamlet,” which, with Mme. Dossert and 
Mr. Morawski, would have been decidedly 
interesting. The soprano is a songstress whom it 
would be agreeable to listen_to more frequently 
in miscellaneous concerts. Both her voice and 
her style are to be admired, and her interpreta- 
tion of Schumann’s “ Fruehlingsnacht,” last 
evening, was thoroughly delightful.” Mr. Bayr- 
hofer’s ‘cello solos were executed with taste and 
finish. Mr: Saff Franko’s rendering of Wieni- 
awski’s “ Airs Russes” was —— successful, 
bravura music of this sort being still beyond the 
young viotinist’s powers.

USING HIS INFLUENCE TO INTRENCH MR, 
ARTHUR’S SUPPORTERS IN JEFFERSON. 
WATERTOWN, Feb. 19.—Indignation pre, 

vails in Jefferson County over the seduction of 

Congressman Charles R. Skinner, who for yearg 

has led the strong. half-breed column of the 

county. The outrage was perpetrated in Wash- 
ington, and this inquiry is becoming general, 

“Tf our Congressman cannot be trusted to pre- 

serve his virtue at the national capital, had we 

not better hereafter retain him in our midst, 
where we can guard and protect his honor?” _ It 
all came about thisway: Mr. Skinner has recom- 

mended for Postmaster of Adams Mr. William H. 

‘Gilman. For good and sufficient reasons to the 

villagers Mr. Gilman’s selection is unpopular. 

“The tailors of Tooley-street,” as ex-Senator 

Winslow insultingly termed them three yearg 

ago, are indignant. They received this title of 

reproach from Mr. Winslow because they united 
in petitioning him to change his vote tor Messrs, 

Conkling and Platt and to give it toany twa 
good Republicans. The sting of the Jetter was in 
that sentence in which they asked him to do this 
or resign. Mr. Winslow did neither, and 
he has since then occupied a humble 
‘station in politics and in the estima- 
tion of scores of his constituents. That 
petition was signed by nine-tenths of the vil. 
lagers, among them the Postmaster, ‘‘ Tip-tcp” 
Carter, so called from the initials of his name. 
Mr. Gilman was conspicuous by his refusal to 
sien it. The triumvirate which then. as now, 
supervises the Stalwart interests of the county, 
comprised Sid Cooper, the ex-Collector at Cape 
Vincent; E. M. Gates, Postmaster of Watertown, 
and Richard Marcy. They determined on having 
“ Tip-top” Carter’s scalp. They promised his 
office to Mr. Gilman, and arrangements were 
well under way for his removal, when policy dic- 
tated ahalt. In those days Congressman Skinner 
was their mortal foe, Because of this fact he 
could no more secure the appointment of a Jef- 
ferson County Postmaster than he could hoist 
himself over his garden fence by tugging at his 
boot-straps. 

The Folger campaign demonstrated the neces« 
sity of very slow traveling on the part of the 
Jefferson County friends of the Administration. 
They postponed scalping Carter, and when Mr. 
Gilman grew somewhat anxious they promised 
him that he should be duly installed when Car- 
ter’s term of office had expired, (Feb. 7.) In the 
meantime the hunt for Presidential delegates has 
begun in earnest in this State. The triumvirate 
suggested that the genial Skinner be beguiled. 
He fell into the trap and recommended Mr. Gil- 
‘man’s appointment. Before the cocks began te 
crow yesterdxy morning the triumvirate stole 
out of Watertown on an early train and started 


for Washington. They will urge the confirmation 
of Mr. Gilman, and will receive instructions as to 
the further course to be followed in procuring 
delegates for their patron, Mr. Arthur. There is 
no genuine sentiment in Jefferson County in 
favor of Mr. Arthur’s nomination. If there was, 
why the necessity of applying soothing syrup to 
the natives and then wielding the scoop net while 
they are asleep? A little tlame has been kindled 
which will spread like wildfire through the coun- 
ty. The triumvirate have already selected in 
their mind the men who will best serve the Ad- 
Ininistration’s interests in a district convention. 
Their scheme is to capture one delegate from 
Jefferson and another from St. Lawrence. The 
voters are beginning to ask, “If we wanta dele- 
gate to Chicago who will honestly represent our 
views, why can we not elect him?” 

Jefferson is an exceedingly unstable Republic- 
an county when it feels that it has been cheated 
in the selection of candidates with whom it is not 
in sympathy. It gave Gen. Garfield 2,500 major- 
ity. Goy. Cleveland received 2,700 majority. Its 
normal Republican majority in times of honesty 
and peace is about 2,000.

O'BRIEN AND BIGLIN WORKING 
FOR THE ALDERMEN. 
iPPEALING AGAINST THE PROPOSITION TO 
CRIPPLE THE POWER OF THE NEW- 
YORK BOSSES TO MAKE DEALS. 


ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Renegade Reformer 
O’Brien and his partner, Bernard Biglin, worked 
industriously in the Assembly Chamber nearly 
all the morning to-day drumming up votes 
against the Roosevelt Aldermanic bill, which is 
expected to come up on its final passage to-mor- 
row. Their method of operations was simple 
and business-like. O’Brien’s man Smith was 
directed to go among the members and 
bring them one by one up to the rear of 
the chamber, where O’Brien stationed himself. 
Mr. Smith persuaded a number of Republicans 
to go up and be introduced to his boss. In one 
or two instances the flattering invitatioh was de- 
clined without thanks. Mr. O’Brien plied his 
visitors with arguments of various kinds. The 
protection of the Republican Party in New-York 
City and the folly of adopting any measure 
which would cripple Tammany Hall at this par- 
ticular period were among the arguments pre- 
sented by this leader of the New-York gang. 
What other arguments he may have made to the 
more susceptible members since his sojourn here 
are, of course, known only to them and to him- 
self. The two New-Yorkers have the advantage 
of professional lobbyists, for they are admitted 


to the Mg A floor of the Assembly. bide J any dis- 
tinction should be made and they should be 
allowed privileges which are denied to the pro- 
fessionals has not yet occurred to the officers of 
the Assembly. 

Among the Republicans who were granted the 
distinguished honor of a‘ conference”’ with the 
renegade were Messrs. Locke, of Rensselaer; Dean, 
of Columbia, and Clinton, of Erie. O’Brien was 
anxious to see Mr. Dayton, but that gentleman 
was too deeply interested ina committee bill to 
be bothered, and he was not called out. O’Brien 
also devoted himself toa number of Democrats 
with a view to solidifying them against the bill. 
This was hardly necessary. The class of Democrats 
with whom Mr. O’Brien associates are the sort 
of cattle that will always oppose a reform meas- 
ure. When the renegade wearied of wagging his 
tongue Mr. Biglin came to his relief. He took 
charge of Mr. Veeder, of Schenectady, and 
briefly endeavored to initiate him into the mys- 
teries of New-York politics, and to convince him 
of the great blessing which the ** boys” are to the 
Republican Party of that city. This sort of tac- 
tics will be repeated to-morrow and the day 
after, unless the bill comes up for final passage 
meantime. Mr. Roosevelt is expected here to- 
morrow, and, as the bill was laid aside during his 
absence, he will probably take prompt action in 
oringing it up upon his return. There are some 
political lobbyists here of the Democratic stripe 
who are working against the bill. That antique 
relic, Nelson J. Waterbury, heads them. John 

eenan, who is the living link between_ the 
jeaders of the County Democracy and John 
Kelly, accompanies Waterbury. What one can- 
ond ear and see is sure to obtained by the 
other. 

The appropriation bill was considered tn Com- 
mittee of the Whole and then unanimously

Attorney-General 
O’Brien sent to the Assembly an answer to the 
resolution asking his opinion of the validity of 

rison labor contracts, a question as to which 
ad been raised by the Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics in his report to the Legislature last 
month. The Attorney-General recites at length 
the laws bearing on the subject and their con- 
struction by the Superintendent of Prisons, 
Wardens, and others authorized under the law to 
make contracts for the labor of convicts, and ar- 
tives at the following conclusions: 

“ These contracts were not in compliance with 
the terms and requirements of the law, owing to 
the failure to comply with the various statutes 
relating to making contracts forthe labor of 
convicts. It does not follow, however, that be- 
cause all the various statutory requirements con- 
tained in the law of 1874 were not_ observed that. 
these contracts are necessarily and under all cir- 
cumstances absolutely illegal and void. Thereis 
no reason to believe that the contgects are, by 
reason of non-observance of the statutory re- 
quirements before mentioned, any less advanta- 

eous to the State than they would have been 
if they complied strictly with the law. On the 
contrary, it appears that the contract made 
with the New-York Clothing Company by 
Isaiah Fuller, ageut, and the Warden of Clinton 
Prison on May 10, 1883, complies in every respect 
with the requirements of law. It was made after 
advertisement in newspapers, and after bids had 
been made and examined, yet the price obtained 
by the State for the labor of convicts was lower 
than that obtained previously.” He says that 
it has been held by the Court of Appeals 
that a contract executed by the agent of One of 
the State prisons, extending over a period of six 
years, when the law required that it should not 
exceed five years, was stilla valid and legal con- 
tract for the period prescribed by the statute. 
The clauses in contracts giving contractors ex- 
clusive rights to renew were invalid and not 
binding upon the State, but no reason is appa- 
rent why a party entering into a contract with 
the State should be relieved from its perform- 
ance. 

The Attorney-General calls attention to the 
fact that the resolution did not call for an ex- 

ression of opinion as to the effect of a failure by 

he prison authorities to strictly comply with the 
statutory requirements in making these con- 
tracts, or the extent to which they are capable of 
being enforced by the State against contractors. 
He, however, thinks that in order to determine 
that question it might be necessary to consider 
the facts and circumstances outside of the 
written contracts themselves. Should there be 
any occasion to ascertain the precise extent that 
these contracts are rendered invalid or incapable 
of enforcement, by reason of the omissions that 
have been pointed out, these questions can be 
better settled by ordinary judicial tribunals, 
where all parties interested can be heard.

WORK IN THE SENATE. 
THE PAYMENT OF HARBOR-MASTERS AND 
PATRONAGE AT THE CAPITOL. 

ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Senator Fassett this 
morning offered a resolution that the Committee 
on Commerce and Navigation be instructed to 
ascertain by whom the duties of Harbor-masters 
atthe port of New-York have been performed 
since May 23, 1883, and that they be authorized, 
if they deem it necessary, to employ a stenog- 
rapher and to hold sessions in New-York,with the 
right to send for persons and papers. Mr. Robb 
offered an amendment that the committee be 
further instructed to ascertain and report on the 
legality of the performance of Harbor-masters’ 
duties by those who claim to have performed 
them, and what is the legal status of the present 
acting Harbor-maasters. 

Mr. Fassett objected to have a decision of the 
legal question as to the status of the Harbor- 
masters imposed upon the Commerce and Navi- 
gation Committee. Sueh an inquiry should be 
made elsewhere. What the committee and the 
Senate wanted was the facts as to who have 
fone the work of the Harbor-masters. The 
Maratime Association of New-York has stated 
that the work was done by the old Harbor-mas- 


ters; the stevedores say the same thing, but the 
Governor took it upon himself to state in his 
anaual message that he had information that the 
work was done by the Dock Department. The 
Senate, by a resolution unanimously passed, made 
a respectful inquiry of the Governor as to the 
nature of his information. He did not wish to 
comment severely on the Governor’s answer to 
this inquiry, but he must say that it was un- 
worthy the dignity of the Executive Department 
in its treatment of a co-ordinate branch of the 
State Government. The inquiry was entirel

Mr. Robb said he offered his amendment for the 
purpose of getting at the legal status of these 
men who claimed to have performed the duties 
of Harbor-masters; this wasithe essential point, 
because if they were not legally holding office 
they had no right to be paid. 

After a great deal of discussion the amend- 
ment was lost—yeas 19, nays 12. Mr. Jacobs then 
offered an amendment that the committee be 
also directed to inquire whether the acting Har- 
bor-masters or any other persons’ claiming to 
have performed the duties had received 
any salary or any fees for their serv- 
ices since May 23, 1883. He said he 
had been informed that the Dock Department 
had paid salaries to the men appointed by them, 
and that the old Harbor-masters had received 
fees for their services. Mr. Fassett accepted the 
amendment. Mr. Titus moved further to amend 
by adding the word “ gratuities” to the inquiry 
as to what compensation, if any, the Harbor- 
masters had received. This was carried by a 
vote of 18 to 18, and Mr. Fassett’s resolution, as 
amended, was then adopted without opposition. 

Mr. McCarthy then called from the table his 
resolution directing Mr. Perry, Superintendent 
of the Capitol Building, to discharge any man in

UNDERGROUND ELECTRIC WIRES. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 19.—At a hearing 
before the Senate Committee on Miscellaneous 
Corporations this afternoon on Senator Daly’s 
bill for underground wires Mr. Beardsley, repre- 
senting the telephone companies in the various 
towns between New-York City and Albany,stated 
that it was utterly impossible to work telephone 
wires underground; that the National Bell Tele- 
phone Company are seeking for and would adopt 
any system by which telephonic sounds could be 
successfully conveyed underground, and that 


the passage of the proposed bill would ruin the 
telephone companies and ore their givin 
cheap service to the public. Mr. Burton W. 
Harrison appeared for the Metropolitan Tele- 
graph and Telephone Company, and denounced 
the bill, its author, and its motives, stigmatizing 
the bill as dishonest and its author's arguments 
in support of it as buncombe sham and wind. 
He declared underground telephones in New- 
York City to be impossible; that the telephone 
companies had tried every known cable both 
aerial and underground and find all impractica- 
ble on account of induction and retardation, and 
that no underground cable would work success- 
fully for a greater distance than one-half mile 
for telephonic purposes. 

These statements were effectually refuted by 
Mr. D. 8. Robeson, who appeared on behalf of 
the Standard Underground Cable Company, of 
Pittsburg, and stated that a line of underground 
‘cable had been in successful operation in Pitts- 
burg for the past 20 months; also that a line of 
the Waring a Cable, connecting the 
White House and the Capitol in Washington, 
and another line used by the Fire Alarm 
Telegraph of Washington have been in succeas- 
ful operation since November last. This state- 
ment was corroborated by documentary evi- 
dence from the Government and corporate 
Superintendents operating the above named 
lines. The hearing was adjourned to Tuesday 
next, when the electricians for and against the 
underground system will be further heard. 


THE RAPID TRANSIT COMMISSION. 

ALBANY, Feb. 19.—The Senate Judiciary 
Committee gave a hearing this morning on the 
bill to extend the time of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission, at which Charles P. Shaw, Gen. Viele, 
8. E. Church, Prof. Doremus, and one or two 
others appeared for the bill, and Lynde Stetson 


and G. W. Wingate in opposition. The opponents 
of the bill gave as the main reason for their op- 
position that an extension of a year would affect 
owners of property on account of the uncertainty 
of what was to be done. They also claimed that 
the Rapid Transit act was never intended to au- 
thorize the laying out of surface railroads. The 
hearing will be continued next week.

THE MURDER OF J. A. ROGERS.

A CASE WHICH CREATED A SENSATION 
NORFOLK. 


Norro.ik, Feb. 13.—On Sunday, Jan. 20, 
this city was shocked'to hear that Junius?A. 
Rogers, a member of a prominent family here, 
had been killed the night before in a house of 
ill-fame. About 1:30 o’clock on Saturday Rogers 
and his friend, H. B. Reardon, went to a house of 
ill-fame on Cove-street, and found several per- 
sons in front of the house. In answer to a knock 


Rogers and his friend were told to go to the back 
door. As they started in that direction they 
were followed by the persons in front of the 
house, who insisted on entering the house with 
Rogers and Reardon. Rogers objected to this, and 
a fight ensued. As it was dark it was hard to 
distinguish friend from foe, and the fight con- 
tinued for sometime. Rogers and Reardon were 
both felled to the ground, after which their as- 
sailants ran off. Rogers was taken into the house 
and said he was not much hurt. He complained 
of his head, and said he had been struck with 
some heavy instrument, but as there was no 
abrasion it was not thought for a moment that 
he had received any serious injury. He was put 
to bed, and his friend watched by his bedside. 
It was soon found that he was growing worse, 
and a physician was sent for o to find the un- 
fortunate man in a dying condition. Hesoon 
breathed his last without having returned to 
consciousness. An axe was found near the place 
where Rogers fell, and it was supposed that he 
was struck with it. Others thought the blow 
was dealt with a “sand-bag,” as the scalp was 
not broken.

saulted Rogers, but suspicion pointed to several 
persons, Who were arrested and brought before 
the Mayor. They were all a except

established. 

Young Rogers was a son of Col. George §. 
Rogers, of military fame, and at one time city 
editor of the Landmark.

THE SENIOR CLASS HOLDING OUT AND WAIT- 
ING FOR DEVELOPMENTS. 

Curton, Feb. 19.—The secession of the 
Class of °84 from Hamilton College is the absorb- 
ing theme of conversation among the towns- 
people and remaining students. Not a Senior is 
on duty, though several remain in the village, 
waiting for the Faculty to recall Messrs. Dalzell 
and Hinman. Such a condition of affairs—the 
college without a Senior Class—is unparal- 
leled in the recollection of modern Clin- 
tonians. The present Senior Class is the 
largest in the history of the college. It numbers 
54 members, of whom all but one have been in 
attendance, The members average 22 years of 
age, and have a good record for scholarship. 
As tothe result of their voluntary suspension 
opinions differ. The Seniors remain firm, and in- 
sist that all must come back or none 
will. Outsiders say the Faculty will win 


with the aid of the parents of the 
students. To the latter circulars haye been 
addressed, urging them to send their boys 
back, to the end that discipline may be main- 
tained, and representing also that the revolt was 
without cause and a result of bad counsels and 
defiance of rightful authority. The members of 
the Faculty are non-communicative, but most 
of them wear a troubled look. It is known they 
are not unanimous as to the course to be pur- 


sued. 

The students say that if President Darling had 
announced on the morning of Feb. 11 that ** the 
family” of the late ex-President North desired 
there should be no interruption of college duties 
that day, they would all have gone into recita- 
tion. But this was not declared till Wednes- 
day, the day after the funeral. The students 
have an abiding love for Prof. North, and re- 
gret the present situation most keenly because 
they believe it gives him n. But aside from 
the cause and result, criticism of the Faculty’s 
action is freely indulged. Men say that a little 
knowledge of human nature and recognition of 
it would have enabled the Faculty to avoid this 
trouble. It was unseemly to make a mountain 
out of a mole-hill over the grave of ex-President 
North. The students having taken to them- 
selvesa holiday on the —— they did, it would 
have been wise under the circumstances for the 
Faculty to ignore the wr and go forward in 
peace and harmony.

This circular it is said will be mailed 
from Springfield, Mass., to-morrow morning, to 
the patrons, Faculty, and Trustees of the college.

As this is so 
uniformly the case with domestic copyrights, it 
does not seem that authors secu ng foreign 
copyright haveany material ground for com- 
plaint in connection with such a provision as the 
above, which, while decidedly for the advantage 
of the ee public, can restrict but to a very 
slight extent their own property rights.

DR. ALBERT SMITH. 

Dr. Albert Smith, formerly a practicing 
physician in this city, died yesterday at his home 
in New-Rochelle, in the eighty-sixth year of his 
age.

THE RUMORS WHICH FLY AROUND BUT ARE 
BROUGHT UP SOMEWHAT SHORT. 

The opera-rumor mill, having taken a 
day or two of rest, has broken out afresh. This 
time it declares that the stockholders of the 
Academy of Music are jubilant over the signs of 
weakness in the enemy’scamp. They think that 
the gallant Colonel and the old house will be the 
winners in the great musical contest, Patti’s 
$5,500 per night notwithstanding. Rumor further 
declares that there is much feeling among the 
stockholders of the Metropolitan Opera-house 
relative to the recent assessrnent of $3,500 each. 

Those wno were troubled with feeling, says 
the rumor, thought that Messrs. Vanderbilt and 


Gould, having been largely instrumental in 
founding the new house and being much more 
wealthy than many of the other stockholders, 
ought to pay a larger assessment than the rest. 
Accordingly the poor gentlemen went to the 
two railroad magnates and laid before them these 
facts and opinions. The rumor fails to describe 
the conduct of Mr. Gould on this impressive oc- 
casion, but it minutely records the actions of Mr. 
Vanderbilt. He informed his visitors that, as for 
himself, he cared little or nothing for music: he 
went into the scheme simply for the sake of his 
family. Hence he did not feel called upon popey 
more of an assessment than any one else. All this, 
says the busy voice of Dame Rumor, has increased

MR. STRAITON’S ANSWER TO THE DEMAND‘ 
OF HIS OPERATIVES. 

The Committee of Fifteen that was ap- 
pointed at the cigar-makers’ meeting on Monday 
evening to inform Messrs. Straiton & Storm that 
they had reconsidered the decision arrived at in 
the factories of the firm, and would not accept 


the proposed reduction, called on Mr. Straiton ; 
ea, morning. Mr. Straiton told the mem- 
rs of the committee that they did not repre-: 
sent the working people of his shops, but the 
Cigar-makers’ Progressive Union, an outside or- 
nization, which, he claimed, was trying to 
ring discord among them. The men knew very 
well what the result of the vote had been upon 
the question of the revision of the scale of pri x 
and the firm intended to stand by it. If any of. 
the workmen refused to abide by it they could 
leave at once. And as for those who saw fit to 
remain the members of the firm would regard it 
as their duty to protect them with all their pow- 
er. Should the men decide to strike, Mr. Straiton 
believed he could spare them, as work was not 
very brisk. 

e committee begged Mr. Straiton to with- 
draw his decision with regard to the new scale of 
rates onthe ground that the report had been 
circulated that he had reduced the wages $1 per: 
thousand cigars. Other manufacturers would 
be sure to reduce the wages of their workmen.

Chairman 
Townley stated that it was the intention of the 
committee to give the fullest latitude to any- 


body and everybody that had a complaint to 
make concerning the action taken at the latest 
primaries. The committee, he said, had agreed 
upon the following definite policy: 

I. They will give a full and ample hearing of all com- 
plaints concerning the fairness and validity of the pri- 
mary elections in the contested districts. 

ll. As to all the matters contained in the protests 
filed which criticise the enrollment of voters previous 
to said primaries, the appointment of enrolling ofticers, 
or their conduct in enrolling or fatling to enroil voters, 
the committee hold that they have no jurisdictio 
These were subjects disposed of by the Committee o 
Eighteen.to whom an appeal from the action of en- 
rolling officers was expressly given by the regulations 
ot that committee. 

ILI. Each side may be represented by counsel, and 
witnesses will be called in their order. Facts ure ex- 
pected from the witnesses; argument from the counsel 
at the close of the testimony. 

Protests. the Chairman said, had been filed by 

ersons living in the’ Fourteenth, Sixteenth, and 

wenty-third Districts. The case of the Six- 
teenth District was first taken up. In this dis- 
trict the election of Michael Cregan as a member 
of the County Committee was contested on the 
ground that he was permitted to exercise ex- 
traordinary supervisory power at the primary, 
and that he challenged and intimidated voters 
who were opposed to his ticket. It was also al- 
leged by the contestants that some of the bal- 
lots were opened by the Inspectors for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining how various persons were 
voting. A young lawyer named Krupf appeared 
for the protestants and produced two witnesses 
named A. W. Topping and E. A. July, and an 
affidavit of aMr. Dubois. Mr. Cregan conducted 
his own case. The testimony showed that 5394 
votes were cast at the primary, and that Mr. 
Cregan challenged 10 or 15 persons, all but one of 
whom swore in his vote. Mr. July insisted that 
his vote was opened, but John R. Pope, one of 
the Inspectors, said that it was not opened. Mr. 
Pope explained that some of the voters pre- 
sented two or three ballots folded together, and 
he scanned them closely in. order to prevent more 
mag one vote to each man from getting into the 

Ox. 

When a motion was made to close the case Mr. 
Topping ventured to remark from his seat in the 
audience: *‘i think that we have shown that 
some of the voters in the Sixteenth District were 
intimidated.” 

* That’s a lie!” 
of the hall. 

“ There! there! we cannot have any such talk 
as that,”’ interposed Col. Spencer, sharply. ** The 
man who made that remark disgraces us all.” 

The casesin the Sixteenth and Fourteenth Dis- 
tricts were tormaily declared closed. Ex-Cor- 
oner Brady had filed a protest against the elec- 
tion of John Nugent in the last named district, 
but nobody appeared last night to represent the 
protestants. Mr. Nugent and his friends were 
present. The committee will announce its de- 
cisions in these two cases hereafter. A meeting 
will be held next week to hear testimony relating 
to the contest in the Twenty-third District.

AID FOR EMBARRASSED BROKERS. 
MGINNIS BROTHERS & FEARING LIKELY TO 
RESUME SOON, 

Steps were taken yesterday by McGinnis 
Brothers & Fearing—the brokers who were 
obliged to suspend on Monday—to get their ac- 
counts in shape for an immediate liquidation. 
Counsel and friends of the firm stated that the 
prospects were good fog a speedy resumption of 
business. The members of the jirm bavea great 
many friends,and tenders of practical aid, as 
well as of sympathy, have been made during this 
trouble. It was generally believed on the Street 
yesterday that Jay Gould and his friends had set 
about putting the house on its fect again. The 
immediate cause of the suspension was the ina- 
bility of the firm to meet a call for stock belong- 
ing to the Oregon and Transcontinental Compa-, 
ny. This stock included 1,800 shares of Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company, 1,100 shares 
of Northern Pacific preferred, and 6,200 shares of 
Northern Pacific common. 

It is said that President Endicott was desirous 
of etfecting a scttlement with the firm, and on 
Monday a certified check for $249,000 was sent to 
the office of McGinnis Brothers & Fearing, with 
the request that the stock supposed to be in their 
possession be delivered. The firm were unable 
to make the delivery, and therefore sent a notice 
of their inability to keep their engagements to 
the Stock Exchange. Their deficiency to the 
Oregon and Transcontinental Company was 
stated to be $97,200. Brokers who were cognizant 
of the facts expressed surprise that Jay Gould 
and his triends should have allowed a firm to go 
down under the weight of the securities which 
they were interested in upholding. The report 
was circulated early yesterday that Mr. Gould 
had determined to stand by the embarrassed 
brokers, and it was asserted that Mr. Morosini, of 
W. E. Connor & Co., was in conference with 
Messrs. McGinnis and Fearing at their office, No.‘ 
380 Broad-street. Shrewd operators in the Street 
remarked that Mr. Gould could afford todo much 
to prevent these Oregon and Transcontinental 
securities from being thrown on the market. It 
was stated that a satisfactory settlement had 
been made with that company. 

Mr. Jobn R. Dos Passos, counsel for McGinnis 
Brothers & Fearing, said late in the afternoon 
that matters were “moving along nicely.” He 
thought the firm would be able to resume ina 
very short time. Wher asked how much their 
liabilities were, he answered thata large part of 
these had been scttled. Mr. Edmund C, Stedman 
said: “I do not care to say much about this 
matter to-day, but I am of the opinion that Mc- 
Ginnis Brothers & Fearing will be on their feet 
before long.”” Mr. Stedman wished it to be 
understood that he did not say on Monday that 
the failure had been caused by the firm's deal- 
ings in Pullman Palace Car stock. He had in 
fact endeavored to convey an impression to the; 
contrary. The failure of McGinnis, Brothers &. 
Fearing was the chief topic of conversation in 
the Street during the day, but its effect on the, 
+ market was unimportant,

LOSSES IN THE ERIE BUILDING FIRE. 

The fire which broke out in the Erie 
Building, at Duane and West streets, early yes- 
terday morning is believed to have originated in ; 
the office of the freight agent of the Erie 
Railway, on the second floor, on the Duane- 
street side. The flames extended upward } 
through the office of Chief Engineer Boi- 
ton and the offices of the New-York Mercan- 
tile Exchange. They were confined to that i 
portion of the building known as Nos. 214 
and 216 Duane-street. In Chief Engineer Bolton's 
office a large number of maps and plans were 
damaged, and in the freight agent’s rooms near- 
ly all the records of the freight business since 
Jan. 1 were destroyed, but they can be easily re- 
placed. The loss to the railroad company is esti- 
mated at $6,000: on the oflice fixtures, &c., and 
$5,000 on the building. The company has an in- 
surance of $60,000 on the building and $65,000 on 
its contents. The risk was taken by the Liver- 
pool and London and Globe Company, and issub- 
divided among a number of British companies. 
The losses of other occupants of the building are 
as follows: The New-York Mercantile Exchange, 
$2,000; insured for $3,000; the Metropolitan Dairy 
Company, Watson & Dormitzer, $2,000; insured 
for ~~. in the Royal and Guardian, of London; 
P. G. Weaver, broker, $500; E.O. Kent & Co., 
$200; Fuller’s Paterson Express, $1,000; insured 
for $5,000 in the Bowery Company; E. 8. Wilson 
& Co., starch dealers, $1,000; West Side Stock Ex- 
change, $500, and the Electric Lustre Starch and 
Soap Company, $500; insured for $600 in the Ger- 
man-American Company. The business of the 
Erie Railway went on as usual in the building

STOPPAGES OF BRIDGE CARS. 

CoL Paine and Superintendent C. C. Mar- 
tin were discussing, yesterday afternoon, the two 
stoppages which during the morning relieved 
the monotony of bridge traffic. The first of these 
occurred at 7:30 A. M., and causeda delay of 17 


minutes. A train in leaving the Brooklyn termi- 
nus dropped the rope when half way across 
the bridge, and was hauled back to the 
platform. The many passengers were transferred 
to another car. The second stoppage, which 
took place just after noon, was set down by Col. 
Paine and Superintendent Martin as one of the 
inevitable mechanical disorders which must oc- 
cureven in the best regulated machinery. A 
crank pin on one of the engines moving the 
cable became unduly heated by friction. The 
engine was consequently stopped, and another, 
provided in case of such an emergency, con- 
nected with the rope. There were four cars on 
the bridge at the time. A delay of 12 minutes 
was caused, the cars remaining where they were 
until the second engine was placed in connection 
with the rope.

MR. DAY TALKS MANY HOURS. 
MR. CONKLING’S UNAVAILING EFFORTS TO 
STOP HIM. 

Mr. Melville C. Day, of counsel for the 
defense in the Marié-Garrison case, argued all 
day yesterday on the motior to dismiss the case.

He 
never had heard of a lawyer talking four days 
on a motion to dismiss, which, by the way, Mr. 
Day had omittedto make. The recitation of the 
case made by the counsel had covered points per- 
fectly familiar to the Referee, and was unneces- 
sary. Most of the arguments were not applica- 
ble to the motion to dismiss, but should come 
under the head of summing up. It was too 
much to expect that counsel and Referee should 
be asked to sit and listen any longer to such an 
argument. Mr. Day had begun with an exor- 
dium, which lasted three-quarters of an hour 
before any one knew what he was aiming at. 
Mr. Conkling’s opinion was that much of what 
Mr. Day said was intended for the ears of the 
reporters, to look out for whom special measures 
had been adopted by the counsel. > 

“I think not!’ exclaimed Mr. Day. 

** Well,” said Mr. Conkling, ** the gentleman had 
better not drive me in the presence of reporters 
to state what I know.” 

Mr. Day then drew a cigar out of his pocket, 
bit off the end, and put the cigar back into the 
pocket. He, however, found time and the op- 
portunity to answer Mr. Conkling's appeal fora 
cessation of the argument, by asking the Referee 
whether every suggestion of Mr. Conkling’s was 
to be immediately adopted by the court, the 
Referee baving hinted that he would not object 
to Mr. Day’s coming to a close. 

“Is the wish of the counsel,” asked Mr. Day, 
**to become a law of procedure here ?” 

Then Mr. Conkling rose up once more and 
made a few remarks which endedthus: “ Thata 
man with not many years over his head, who is 
not to the manner born, and who came here 
from a far distance should pour out upon the 
heads of gentiemen of known and ascertained 
respectability such imputations is what in En- 
giand would be called nasty.
